His direet opposition to the bill un- 
der consideration was based on the fact 
that the bill, whose declared purpose 
isto secure “free raw materials, to 
stimulate manufactures,” places on 
the free list alarge number of articles 
which are really articles of manufac- 
ture, among them various chemicals, 
dyes, paints, and manufactures which 
constitute the products of large and 
useful industries throughout the Unit- 
ed States, in which many millions of 
capital are invested and employing 
many thousands of working people. 
At the same time the bill places a tax 
on some raw materials while the manu- 
factured articles are placed on the free 
list. This makes the manufacture of 
such articles an impossibility except by 
reducing American labor to a worse 
condition than that of labor in Europe. 
The speaker cited instances wherein 
the proposed tariff provided a lower 
rate on manufactured articles than on 
the materials used in making them. A 
strong point was inade against the bill 
because it leaves an internal revenue 
tax of more than three hundred per 
cent. on alcohol used in the arts, which 
enters as a material in a vast number 
of important articles which the bill 
provides shall either be made free or 
so reduces the rates thereon that the 
duty would be less than the tax on the 
alcohol consumed in their manufac- 
ture. Instead of reducing the customs 
revenue to the extent of $54,000,000, as 
claimed by the friends of the bill, the 
speaker asserted, and clearly showed, 
that its effect would be to largely in- 
crease the revenue instead of reducing 
it, while the amount of material wealth 
it would destroy was shown would be 
incalculable.

ALLEGED OFFERINGS OF UNDER- 
TEST OPIUM. 

For a week or two past vague rumors 
have been current in the drug market 
relative to the quality of certain opiuin 
which was tendered upon contracts 
made some time ago. In running 
down these rumors we have found 
great reluctance on the part of dealers 
to enter into details, those who did not 
disclaim any knowledge of the facts, 
appearing to have but shaddowy ideas 
on the subject. We were,however, well 
convinced that there was some substan- 
tial basis for the rumors we had heard, 
and though we have not been able to 
trace them to their actual source, have 
become possessed of facts which throw 
some light on the matter. We would 
say, however, that what we have 
learned is not of a character that 
would tend to throw discredit upon 
the trade, or would indicate that any 
individual members of that respectable 
body were implicated in questionable 

transactions. 


The whole matter, as we understand 
it, is one of the sequences of the small 
crop gathered last year. For months 
past, we are informed, advices from 
Smyrna have stated that the balance 
of the crop left there was of low qual- 
ity, and have also intimated that 
trouble might be expected to ensue 
upon the making of deliveries. If our 
information correct, these state- 
ments have been verified during the 
last few weeks, and the result has been 
the rejection of several tenders of de- 
liveries upon the ground that the stock 
so tendered was not of standard ‘“‘drug- 
gists’ quality,” as called for by 
the terms of the contract. This 
appears to be an outline of the 
facts as they exist, but they have been 
filled out with more or less sensational 
detail by rumors, the originators of 

| which keep very carefully in the back- 
ground. 


The statement has been made that 
the low quality opium which has been 
causing the trouble, was, in whole or 
in part, below the test at which it can 
be legally entered at United States 
ports, and that before this fact was 
discovered two hundred cases had been 
entered and withdrawn from bond. 
Subsequently, according to report, one 
hundred cases of the same grade were 
rejected by the customs authorities, 
and had to be sent back whence they 
came. While there is some fact there 
seems to be a good deal of improba- 
bility about this story, and it is re- 
ceived with very little credence. There 
is nore of probability in the statement 
that the first lot alluded to was rejected 
because it was old, dry and unsightly, 
not the kind thut druggists buy, but 
fit only to be used in manufacturing 
processes. Regarding the rejection of 
the one hundred case lot by the cus- 
toms authorities, there appears to be 
little doubt of that, although we have 
had no official intimation of the fact. 

The effect of the rejection of the two 
hundred cases—or, it may have been 
more—is said to have thrown that 
much additional stock upon the gene- 
ral market, and as, because of its qual- 
ity, it could not be sold at the prices

| It is questionable whether the tariff | 


| ruling for the druggists’ grade, the 
offering of this stock have tended to 
assist in the demoralization of the 
| opium market. The unwillingness of 
| dealers to express themselves regarding 
the rejections might be attributed to 
two causes—first, because there may be 
one or two suits in connection with the 
| matter, and, second, because those who 
are apt to be the best posted seem to 
| be interested in bearing the market, 
| that interest being subserved by the 
offering of the rejected opium just at 
this time. Either of these reasons may 
be sufficient to suggest indirect replies 
to pointed questions.

CONDITION OF THE PAINT TRADE. 


The spring is far advanced, yet the 
activity which this season is expected 
to bring to the paint trade has not 
made its appearance. In fact the con- 
dition of the paint market, so far as 
the volume of business is concerned, is 
not at all satisfactory to manufacturers 
and jobbers, nor hasit been since what 
is usually considered the opening of 
the spring season. March and April, 
and usually a part of February and 
May, cover the most important time of 
the year for the wholesale paint trade, 
and it is during that period that the 
heaviest demands of the distributing 
and consuming branches are made and 
provided for. This year the manufac- 
turers and jobbers had expected that 
the demand for their goods would be 
fully up to, if not in excess of those ex- 
perienced in past corresponding sea- 
sons. Last fall building operations in 
all parts of the country had been ac- 
tively carried on, and the compara- 
tively open winter enabled builders to 
prosecute their work for many weeks 
beyond the time when they are usually 
compelled to stop. <A large amount of 
rebuilding, alterations and repainting 
was projected, and in fact all indica- 
tions pointed to a large spring trade in 
paints and colors.

The results, however, have been very 
disappointing. The prosperity of the 


paint trade depends largely upon 
bright and pleasant weather. It 
will not tax the ordinary memory 


greatly to recall the fact that we have 
had hut a few days of spring weather 
this year, and that those have been far 
apart. Consequently the amount of 
painting that was projected dwindled 
down to comparatively simaljl propor- 
tion. Another depressing influence 
was the introducing of a tariff reform 
bill in Congress, a matter that has been 
fully discussed in these columns. It 
only remains to be said that among all 
in trades in which the readers of the 
REPORTER are interested, the paint 
trade has been probably most affected 
by the proposed tariff changes, and the 
element of uncertainty introduced by 
the agitation of that question has been 
as effective as bad weather in restrict- 
ing business. 

There is not much prospect of a ma- 
terial improvement in the demand be- 
fore the advent of hot weather. What 
the paint trade loses during the regu- 
lar season is not apt to be made up 
in the summer. In the country, 
where a large proportion of the annual 
consumption of paints and colors oc- 
curs, the farmers are too busy with 
the plow and hoe to spend time in 
wielding the brush, and in the towns 
and cities the work of painting and 
decorating, which blizzard, cold and 
rain prevented in the proper time, will 
be generally postponed until fall. 
Manufacturers and dealers are now 
turning their thoughts to fall trade, 
which, for many reasons, they expect 
will be large. 

There have been very few changes 
in the price list of dry colors this 
spring, but for that matter the general 
tone of the market for several succes- 
sive seasons has been one of great 
steadiness. The manufacturers ac- 
count for it by stating that the very 
bottom of the market was reached long

ago, and that there now remains noth- 
ing for them to do but to insist upon 
getting what they now ask for goods 
or sacrifice the slender margin of profit 
which enables them to remain in the 


business.

THE COTTON OLL MARKET. 
The cotton oil industry has exceeded 
all expectations in the growth of the 
different departments, increase of con- 
sumption and wide distribution of the 
The present season, which 


products. 
closes in August, will go on record as 
the mest prosperous and probably the 
most eventful within the history of the 
industry. The year has wiped out the 
silly prejudice which existed ever since 
cotton oil was placed upon the market, 
and substituted popular favor. We see 
unmistakeable evidences of the encour- 
aging change in the unsolicited testi- 
mony of chemists, manufacturers and 
consumers, Who have been persuaded 
to give it a trial, and ever after became 
fast friends. The most important oe- 
currence of the season was the investi- 
gation at Washington ; and as a result 
of the strong evidence in its favor, cot- 
ton oil leaped into prominence and be- 
came a leading commercial staple. 
The struggle on the part of the lard 
men made a new epoch in the his- 
tory of cotton oil, which would other- 
wise require years of patient toil 
to accomplish. The benefits derived 
from close investigation and practical 
demonstration of naked truths, have 
since been witnessed in the unusual 
demand for cottonseed products, The 
oil enters to a larger extent than ever 
into refined lard to improve its quality, 
and is displacing olive oil for table use ; 
the soap stock is supplanting other 
vegetable and animal greases ; cake and 
meal find a larger outlet for eattle food 
and fertilizers, while the seed refuse is 
utilized for making paper stock. These 
sources of consumption at home and 
abroad will no doubt exhaust the avail- 
able supply before the new crop is on 
the market. 

The importance of these facts cannot 
be overestimated. An unprecedented 
amount of seed was crushed this sea- 
son and still there is not sufficient for 
the larger mills in the south to continue 
operations after turning out the heavi- 
est production ever known, and which 
would more than satisfy all demands of 
ordinary seasons. In previous years, 
2are Was generally exercised to prevent 
a burdensome surplus, but in many 
instances the ushering in of a new 
period found an excess of oil and it 
interfered with a realization of full 
values. History does not repeat itself 
this year in that respect, as traders will 
find difficulty in meeting current wants, 
Prices have taken an upward turn in 
consequence, and as large consumers 
have not anticipated their needs, they 
will be required to pay an .important 
advance over previous purchases, 
The season has not been character- 
ized by high values and no doubt 
the liberal movement was assisted by 
the moderate figures quoted for the 
different products- All these cireum- 
stances have their significance and 
point in one direction—that of popu- 
larity, which is made possible by the 
acknowledged superiority of cotton 
oil, the improvement in quality, and 
meeting of competition by those iden- 
tified with the industry who are satis- 


fied with a fair manufacturer's profit.

CONCERNING OPIUM. 

The tone of the opium market for 
weeks past has been decidedly bearish. 
Nobody appears to know what the po- 
sition of the article really is, or if any 
positive information on this point is 
possessed here, the owners of it keep 
the facts religiously to themselves. For 
a long time the depression was ex- 
plained as the result of influences 
brought to bear by certain large hold- 
ers in this country in connection with 
f syndicate of operators in Europe, Biit 


whenthe season had so far advanced 
that the old crop had ceased to be the 
chief factor in defining the position, 
these bearish tactics were said to have 
been continued in the hope of affecting 
prices for the new crop. Whether this 
is a true solution or not we have noth- 


ing definite upon which to base an 
opinion. The fact remains that the 
depression, not only continues, and 


that at a time when the holders might 
be expected to be reaping the usual 
results of an exceptionally short crop, 
but increases as the season of new sup- 
plies approach es. 

It is said that should the operators 
above referred to makea change of 
base and attempt to bull the market as 
persistently as they have depressed it, 
it isnow too late for any material in- 
crease of values to result. That is be- 
eause the prospects of a large crop this 
year are so good that a bull movement 
now would fail for the reason that no 
one would care to buy on speculation 
in the face of presumably large future 
supplies. The latest reports from 
Smyrna are to the effect that the weath- 
er has been unusually propitious, 
and that the yield will probably ex- 
ceed eight thousand baskets. In figur- 
ing upon the probable size of an opium 
crop, however, there are certain con- 
tingencies to be taken into considera- 
tion, which may have a_ decided 
influence upon the final — result 
and as these contingencies are 
not controlable by human agencies, 
they cannot be gauged with any de- 
gree of accuracy. In other words, pre- 
liminary crop reports can searcely 
be accepted as reliable data upon which 
to base future operations. Anyone who 
recalls the reports regarding past 
opium crops, which form the larger 
part of the information sent out from 
Smyrna for several months prior to the 
harvest, will know how much of re- 
liance there is to be placed upon them. 
For instance, last season, when the 
smallest crop for years was gathered, 
the preliminary reports up to the very 
beginning of the harvest were contra- 
dictory, and, as was afterward shown, 
were for the most part far from correct. 
The reason for this is that the most 
critical time for the opium growers is 
the day or night before the crop is fin- 
ally grathered, when, a change in the 
weather may cause the loss of a large 
portion ofthecrop. <A brief description 
of the method of gathering opium may 
give a clearer conception of this to 
those who may not be familiar with the 
process. The head of the poppy is cut 
horizontally, and sometimes vertically 
also, to allow the juice to ooze out dur- 
ing the night. In the morning the gath- 
erer scrapes off the exuded juice 
from the poppy with a knife, transfer- 
ing it, from time to time, to a poppy 
leaf, which he holds in his left hand, 
until he has enough to form a ball, which 
is then wrapped in leaves and left to 
dry. It is between the times when the 
incision is made in the poppy head 
and when the juice is scraped off 
that the crop may be destroyed by 
even a light rain, and may be 
damaged greatly by the damp or muggy 
weather, without rain, such as fre- 
quently occurs in the opium districts 
in the month of June. It is upon such 
a contingency as this that the future 
of the market appears now to depend, 
unless the ability of the principal hold- 
ers to accomplish whatever purpose 
they had in view in keeping the mar- 
ket depressed all through the season 
has been underestimated,

tion, favorable crop reports and gen- 
eral dullness, there is said to be another 
reason for the existing demoralization 
of prices. We refer to the report hinted 
at in our last that low quality opium, 
fit only for manufacturing purposes, 
has been offering about the market,

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AMERICAN ANILINE TRADE. 

Tn last week’s issue of the REPORTER, 
reference was made to the aniline in- 
dustry from a foreign standpoint, and 
the fresh information which the article 
contained, has been commented upon 
favorably by the domestic manufac- 
turers, but exceptions are taken to the 
statement that the industry is suffering 
on the other side. A representative of 
a leading concern in the United {States 
who is familiar with the progress of 
events abroad, states that dividends 
were declared this spring by the fac- 
tories in Germany ranging from nine to 
sixteen per cent. This would indicate 
that the aniline industry is on a better 
footing, but the profits are probably 
realized from the exclusive sale of 
special colors. Taken as a whole, the 
improvement has not been marked be- 
eause sharp competition in the regular 
line of colors prevents a profitable busi- 
ness. The American aniline makers 
claim to be pursuing a very unsatis- 
factory trade so far as profits are con- 


cerned, still they manage to continue 


in operation and make ends meet by 
their diversified and extended produc- 
tion in certain lines. However, there 
is no disputing the fact that more 
money has been lost than what has 
been made by their enterprise, but a 


goodly portion of the assets on hand 
consist of large modern factories which 
will be“of service for years to come.

No doubt there is a great waste 
of hydrocarbons in the coke industry 
of the United States, but we under- 
stand that all by-products abroad are 
saved and utilized. Very little, if 
any, benefit is looked for from the 
petroleum source, owing to the failure 
of experiments which were made on a 
large scale in Cleveland some years ago 
to convert the fat hydrocarbons of pe- 
troleum into the aromatic hydrocar- 
bons of coal tar.

REPORTED WARFARE ON LOG- 
WOOD EXTRACTS. 


The REPORTER found occasion re- 
cently to refer to the sharp competition 
in the market for logwood extracts, 
which seemed to be a leading feature 
of trade, according to evidence at 
hand. Still, we are informed from oth- 
er sources that the regular schedule of 
prices is being well maintained, and 
that some parties must be interested in 
bearing the market. In order to ar- 
rive at the true state of affairs, the RE- 
PORTER made an investigation last 
week and was shown documentary evi- 
dence on both sides to substantiate the 
claims made by individuals. As ex- 
plained in a previous issue, five of the 
large manufacturers in this and other 
cities have an understanding on prices, 
meet for conference every two 
weeks. There are four outside con- 
cerns that. were either not invited to 
participate in the co-operative plan, or 
declined to doso. At all events, the 
manufacturing interests are divided

The low 
values named are said to be 
quoted by certain concerns included 
in the cooperative plan and that it is 
done with the view of controlling the 
trade of outside firms, either to make 
them struggle for existence or compel 
them to enter into an agreement, The 
outsiders also complain that efforts are 
being made to break their contracts in 
Philadelphia by offering to supply 
goods much below the prices named in 
the contraets. These circumstances 
have provoked severe comments in the 
correspondence shown to the REPORT- 
ER and caused the injured parties to 
make a determined stand against the 
aggressive policy assumed by the other 
side. Asaresult, we are quoted 64¢ 
f. o. b., for ten barrels or more of first 
grade 51 degree extract, and 5jc for 
first grade of 42 degree, the regular 
price of which is 64¢c. These prices 
will be shaded to meet competition, 
and if necessary to carry on the war- 
fare, extracts will be given away, we 


are assured, 








The REPORTER had a talk with a 
leading manufacturer who has an un- 
derstanding on prices with four other 
houses. He pronounced the state- 
ments related above absurd and 
said that was the first intimation he 
had received of a fight being in pro- 
gress or that efforts were made to 
crush any establishment out of exist- 
ence. He did not hesitate to deny the 
reported cutin prices and as corroba- 
tive evidence displayed the sales book 
which contained no transaction up to 
date under 7e for first grade of 51 de- 
gree, and 6%¢ for second grade; and

the belief was expressed that no 
other concern having an under- 


standing on prices, sold or offered 
goods under the established schedule. 
We shall not attempt to harmonize the 
conflicting statements. The facts of 
the case are presented to our readers 
and they can judge for themselves. 
Every manufacturer has a right to 
quote whatever price he pleases for his 
goods unless he is bound by an agree- 
ment, and if some of the makers have 
been violating their compact, itis time 
that the fact was known. The exhibit 
of the daily sales by one of the parties to 
the agreement, is convincing evidence 
that all are not engaged in the alleged 
competitive warfare. It is intimated 
that certain outside houses are forcing 
a fight to compel a recognition of their 
claims, with the desire of co-operating 
in the general welfare of the trade. 
Here is a pointer which may prove of 
great benefit in arresting the growth of 
the ill feeling and preventing the sui- 
cidal policy of underselling each other. 
The whole subject will no doubt be re- 
viewed by the Philadelphia Drysalters 
Club on the oceasion of their annual 
shad dinner at Woodbury, N. J., to- 
day.

THE PETROLEUM MARKET. 

The past week has witnessed a boom 
of small dimensions, which, though 
not directly the result of legitimate 
conditions leading to sucha result, was 
not the less warranted by the stronger 
position. The stocks continue to de- 
crease at a daily rate of fully 15,000 
barrels, the exports show no material 
diminution, although we are not reap- 
ing direct benefit from the natural in- 
crease in consumption in the old world, 
and the home markets are taking the 
oil in ever increasing quantities. The 
only feature which may be distorted 
into an argument favorable to the 
‘‘bear” operators is the activity shown 
by the operators who have refused to 
join the shut-in agreement and who 
have lately made some profitable ven- 
tures. All the conditions, statistical, 
field and trade, are favorable to a 
higher range of prices, and to this fact 
is doubtless due the comparative ease 
with which the manipulators have been 
enabled to cause an advance, though 
as before stated the situation was not 
the direct cause. There has been an 
apathy in petroleum speculation which 
to many appears remarkable in view 
of the avidity with which investors in 
yulscellaneous securities took hold of 
petroleum in times past, when the ear- 
rying charges were nearly forty per 
cent. higher than they are at present. 
The cause, however, should be clear, 
and is due to the fact that the courted 
‘outside investors” have in the past 
een so repeatedly plucked, after an 
adyvanee has been shown to be a moral 
certainty, that they have become skep- 
tical and place no further reliance on 
the statistical or any other feature 
which should have a governing influ- 
ence on values. So long as_ prices

BEWARE OF WHITE LEAD SWIND- 
LERS! 

It is astonishing with how much per- 
tinacity and merehants and 
other dealers in white lead located in 
sinall cities and towns are swindled by 
the pseudo-traveling salesman who 
wants a small draft eashed. It has 
passed into a saying that the public 
likes to be humbugged, and we have a 
suspicion that individuals find pleasure 
in being swindled. The quack nos- 
trum vendors, sawdust and confidence 
operators, bogus traveling salesmen 
and others of that ilk, fatten upon the 
gullibility of such people. There re- 
ally seems to be no excuse for the fre- 
quent repetition of such cases as that 
recorded in our news column this week 
where several country dealers were 
made the victims of an unscrupulous 
rascal through the medium of bogus 
drafts on a highly respected firm. 

The white lead corroders, well know- 
ing that swindlers have been obtaining 
money through false credentials pur- 
porting to be signed by some one of 
the houses in the trade, have repeat- 
edly warned their customers by letter 
and cireular to be upon their guard 
against the rascals, and again and 
again the REPORTER and other journ- 
als have ealled attention to the danger 
of putting too much faith in strange 
traveling men. At various times the 
tricks by which these fellows victimize 
dealers have been minutely described 
in the papers, and in the circulars the 
corroders have given a wide distribu- 
tion, so that it would seem that every- 
body interested must be familiar with 
their practices. Still we are obliged to 
record, periodically, the painful fact 
that another victim, or victims, has 
been added to the list, hoping that 
each would be the last. 

From the almost invariable similar- 
ity of the plan employed to obtain 
money, it would appear that there was 
but one swindler in the field, but as 
the descriptions of the operator given 
by different victims vary, there is room 
to believe that there are several acting 
either independently or in concert.

IN PUMICE STONE. 
Cable advices from Italy last week 
announced the formation of a syndi- 
eate among the owners of the islands 
where pumice stone is found, and 
stated that prices had been advanced 
one hundred per cent. One authority 
inthis city refutes the statement that 
prices have been fixed abroad and al- 
leges that values will be uncertain for 
about ten days more, There seems to 
be no doubt as to the existence of a 
combination, and action in this diree- 
tion was deemed actually necessary, as 
pumice stone has been sold for some 
time without a profit not only at the 
source of supply but in the home mar- 
kets. An important rumor in this 
connection was circulated last week to 
the effect that a New York importer of 
pumice is a member of the syndicate 
and that all shipments to the United 
States will be made through his house. 
This report was not confirmed at head- 
quarters as representatives of the party 
referred to, declined to talk upon the 
subject, but no belief is placed in the 
rumor at other sourees of information. 
It is understood that control of the en- 
tire production has been secured by 
the syndicate for twenty years. Prices 
have advanced in this market consid- 
erably since the intelligence came to 
hand, and are expected to go higher 
when outside stocks become exhausted.

This measure was passed through the 
instrumentality of a committee of the 
Proprietary Association, assisted by 
some wholesale druggists who found it 
necessary for self protection in this 
direction. They are greatly pleased 
over the result, and will immediately 
proceed to take advantage of the law.

A NEW OUTLET FOR TANNING 
MATERIALS, 


In the dyestuffs trade, extracts are 
being pushed to the utmost, resulting 
inavery small margin of profit but 
leaving the satisfaction that trade has 
been extended, Recent experiments 
have opened a new channel which will 
prove of great value to dealers in tan 
ning extracts. A large concern in Chi- 
‘ago operating extensive tanneries, af- 
ter many years experience with bark, 
has concluded to use extract exclusive- 
ly, andsince inaugurating the change, 
no inducement could influence a return 
to raw bark, This is an important de- 
parture from ancient methods of tan- 
ning and shows what a little expense 
and research will accomplish. The im- 
pression has long existed that extract 
could only be used rather sparingly as 
an aid during the progress of tanning, 
but the success of these efforts will in- 
troduce modern ideas in all the estab- 
lishments before long, and the days of 
large heaps of bark, heavy bark mills 
and cumbersome machinery will be 
relegated in company with expensive 
leach houses, to the store houses of old 
memories, The color, plumpness and 
mellowness obtained from using ex- 
tract, are all that could be desired by 
the most critical tanner, and the leath- 
er shows large gains in weight com- 
pared with hides tanned in ordinary

In putting together the materials for glass 
making of the finer kind it is of great import- 
ance that the sand should be as free as possible 
from impurities. The Venetian furnaces are 
said to have been supplied from the coast of 
Syria, where the sand has been famed for its 
excellence from the days of ancient Rome. 
The sand now used for flint glass is brought 
from Alum Bay, in the Isle of Wight, and 
from Fontainebleau—in the latter case at 
high prices, The principal impurity found in 
common sand is some form of oxide of iron, 
which produces a green color, and the pres- 
ence of iron is neutralized by adding black 
oxide of manganese. ‘This reduces the oxide 
to the state of peroxide. Peroxide produces a 
yellow hue, and only to a slight degree. It is 
by no means easy to adjust the quantity of 
black oxide of manganese to the amount of 
ironin the sand, and if in excess a purple 
color is produced. Much of the window glass 
of ninety years ago is of a purple hue on this 
account. If rightly proportioned to the iron 
in the sand no appreciable color is imparted 
by this substance.

The well has 
been cased perfectly dry and the previous 
measurements of depths are pronounced in- 
correct. The Erie Herald says that the con- 
ditions which have governed the rock forma- 
tion of this well are similar to those which 
characterized the famous Sewickley wells. At 
the Erie well the salt water rock was found 
at 1,620 feet and the gas now found is about 
800 feet below the salt water rock which was 
the same depth at which the gas was found at 
the Sewickley wells below the salt rock. It is 
the opinion of the drillers of the well that this 
is the gas rock and a heavier flow of gas is ex- 
pected at every stroke ef the drill. At the 
Sewickley district when a well commenced to 
fail in the least it was vut down about 200 feet 
further and the supply was stronger than 
ever. 

The drillers held a meeting at Titusville last 
week to consult as to the expediency of selling 
some of their oil in order to secure funds for 
the regular monthly payment, which was due, 
orto endeavor to negatiate a loan on the oil 
on handand wait for better prices before 
making asale. There was a general kick says 
the Titusville Herald, against sacrificing any 
oil at present prices, though there were a few 
that favored a sale, and it was practically con- 
cluded to negotiate a loan.

OBITUARY. 


LUDWIG NOBEL. 

The death of Mr. Ludwig Nobel at Cannes is 
announced. The son of a Swedish engineer, 
who invented and placed in the channels of 
Cronstadt the “infernal machines” which an- 
noyed Sir Charles Napier so much, he received 
a practical training as engineer, and notwith- 
standipg a temporary check experienced by 
the failure of his father, he managed by hard 
work and economy to recover in time the iron 
works his father had lost, and extended them 
to their present proportions at St. Petersburg. 
But it was less in his own profession than out- 
side it that he was destined to achieve distince- 
tion, although it was his engineering capacity 
that equipped him for the revolution he ac- 
complished in the oil trade. In this respect his 
career was a striking illustration of the intlu- 
ence a modern engineer can excrcise upon a 
purely commercial pursuit. Quite by chance, 
in 1876, he was led by his brother, whom he had 
sent to the Caucasas in search of walnut wood 
for the stocks of the Berdan ritics he was mau- 
ufacturing for the government, to invest a 
few thousands in u small Baku oil refinery. 
This failing to yield much profit, owing to the 
difficulties of transport, Mr. Ludwig Nobel ap- 
plied himself seriously to solve some of them, 
and by degrees was drawn completely into the 
petroleum business. The innovations he in- 
troduced in the shape of pipe lines, tank steam- 
ers and tank cars for railways not only ina 
few short years revolutionized the oil trade of 
Russia, but that of the whole of Europe; the 
elaborate system of transport in bulk he es- 
tablished, coupled with the copious supply of 
cheap oil, enabling Russian petroleum to pene- 
trate to every town on the Continent, and 
even flood the more distant market of India. 
The enormous magnitude to which his under- 
taking rapidly expanded until the few thous- 
ands he embarked in the business developed to 
a capital of three millions sterling has already 
been told in these columns, 


ROBERT C. SCHMERTZ. 

The sad intelligence reaches us that Robert 
C. Schmertz died at his home in Belleview, a 
asurburb of Pittsburg, Pa., on the afternoon 
of the 15thinst. He had been ailing for sever- 
al months but was not considered to be dan- 
gorously ill until a few weeks ago when he 
was obliged to take to his bed, his system 
being thoroughly impregnated with blood 
poison. The most skillful treatment was 
brought to bear on the disease, but to no 
avail, and he finally succumbed to its ravages. 
Mr. Schmertz was one of the foremost busi- 
ness men of Pittsburg, and was closely iden- 
tified with the glass manufacturing interests 
of that city. He wasa native of Prussia, but 
came to this country early in life, adopting 
Pittsburg as his home. From a humble begin- 
ning he gradually worked his way up to the 
first rank of the commercial circles of that 
city. His earlier experience was gained in 
banking institutions, he being successfully a 
bauk :lerk for Messrs. Wilkins & Co., then 
teller in the Exchange Bank of Pittsburg, and 
subsequently cashier for the Iron City Trust 
Company. Early in the ’60s he engaged in the 
oil and lamp trade, but in 1865 he bought oug 





Messrs, Geo. A. Berry & Co., founding the firm 
of Robert C. Schmertz & Co., which a short 
time ago was reorganized and incorporated 
under the style of the Standard Plate Glass 
Company. Mr. Schmertz was president of this 
company and occupied the position at the 
time of his death. Mr. Schmertz was one of 
the founders of the Pittsburg Bank for Sav- 
ings and Third National Bank, vice president 
of the first named and president of the last. 
He was the first to introduce several new pro- 
cesses in glass making especially that for flat- 
tening and making glass equal to foreign 
manufacture. He was the father of 12 child- 
ren 6 of whom are dead, his wife also having 
died a year ago. H was 59 years of age. Mr. 
Schmertz is spoken of as a consistent christian, 
of gentlemanly and kindly manner and un- 
swerving integrity,and honored and respected 
by all who knew him. 


CHICAGO LETTER. 
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CHICAGO, May 19, 1888. 
In linseed oil, there has been practically no 
change in the position of affairs since last 
week. Manufacturers no longer express them- 
selves as hopeful that the shrinkage in the 


volume of business already witnessed will be 
compensated for in the long run, The most 


hopeful estimate that I have yet heard on this 
point—based on the present outlook —is that 
the prospective diminution of sales will not 
exceed the normal average annual increase in 
consumption, which may be set down as about 
ten percent. This has unquestionably been 
wiped out and if matters grow no worse, the 
total amount of sales will not fall much below 
that of the season of 1887. 

The advance in prices still “hangs fire.” A 
eareful survey of the situation leads to the 
conclusion that harmony has not yet settled 
down over the ranks of crushers. At present, 
t looks as though there would be no apprecia- 
tion in market values until it is brought about 
by the natural operation of the laws of supply 
and demand. 

Cake is firm despite the fact that trade is 
only moderately brisk. This fact is readily 
accounted for when it is remembered how 
very materially the output has been curtailed. 
Half the mills cannot in reason be expected to 
turn out as much cake as all the mills did, in 
the good old days when crushers bought seed 
at 92@%8c, ran every press in sight night and 
day, and were anxious sellers at 30@32c per 
gallon. In consequence there is no accumula- 
tion of cake in the West and holders are not at 
all concerned as to the future. 

FLAXSEED. 

The week in the flaxseed market hus been 
quiet and uneventful. To-day both offerings 
and demand were very limited and the market 
closed limp and lifeless at $1.41. 

For the year, $1 15 was bid on Tuesday. On 
Friday efforts to sell “the year” flax at $118 
were made, but $1 12 was the outside limit of 
buyers’ ideas, On yesterday, however, $115 
was bid for September, but no one manifested 
any disposition to sell. 


At the beginning of the week there 
were in store in public elevators here 
20,749 bushels, as against 216,708 bush- 
eis one week before an increase of 


14.041 bushels. Receipts for the week have 
fallen off 18,151 bushels. ‘The week’s receipts 
have exceeded the shipments by 1,383 bushels; 
Last week’s shipments were much heavier. 
The discrepancy between receipts and ship- 
ments for the week has led to the inference in 
some quarters that some of the seed arriving 
will ultimately be tendered on pre-existing 
May contracts, Unquestionably a fair pro- 
portion has already been so delivered, and it is 
surmised that local stocks are accumulating in 
comparatively few hands, The close of this 
month, however, will witness the culmination 
of the speculative interest. Apart from this 
fact, the most noticeable feature of the market 
is, perhaps, the comparatively low prices 
offered for new seed.

A sharp advance in lard during the week has 
givena fresh impetus to the market in lard 
oil. This is evidenced by higher prices for 
strictly prime oil and greater firmness in the 
inferior grades, The general impression here 
is that the market has touched the very bot- 
tom, and that even goods of lower grade are 
about to take an upwardturn.,. In justification 
of this expectation, pressers adduce several 
arguments of no little cogency. They point, 
in the first place, to the fact that the visible 
supply of lard throughout the world at the 
present time is not more than 50 per cent. of 
what it was one year ago; and by way of illus- 
tration they mention Chicago, where there 
has been a decrease in stocks of Some 6,000 
tierces during the week, to-day’s supply being 
estimated at about 38,000 tierces, as against 
97,500 tierces on the corresponding date of 
1887. This fact alone, they say, is enough to 
start prime oil on its rebound, 

The exportation of oleo from this point 
shows no symptoms of abatement, some 3,800 
tierces having been shipped from Chicago this 
week. In view of the fact thatsales in Dutch 
markets have not exceeded 3,000 tierces, and 
that in some instances prices were reduced 
more than one tlorin in orderto meet buyers’ 
views, this fact would be surprising were it 
not so customary. Cablegrams received here 
from Rotterdam are to the effect that the

greatly vary from eight per cent. reference 
was made to lines other than white lead and 
linseed oil. Taking these two commodities 
last mentioned into consideration, the 
crease in the aggregate of sales would prob- 
ably more nearly approach twenty per cent. 
than ten. So far as white lead is concerned, 
local jobbers are, with one accord, saying 
“ God-speed to the corroders in their efforts to 
concentrate the consumers’ trade in their own 
hands.” Whether or not the corroders are 
gratified at the success of their venture intoa 
comparatively new field, with all the attend- 
ant annoyances of a multiplication of petty 
ledger accounts, difficult, if not doubtful, col- 
lections and the accompanying train of minor 
annoyances with which experience has made 
jobbers familiar, is a question which they 
themselves are best able to answer. The prac- 
tical elimination of white lead from jobbers’ 
stocks, however. naturally results in a falling 
off in business, so far as would appear from 
a statistical statement based on dollars 
and cents. It is far from following 
logical conclusion that any diminution in 
profits has occurred. As to linseed oil, 
there have been two operative causes at work 
to induce a decadence of jobbers’ sales. In 
the first place, consumption has not met ex- 
pectation and, secondly, the sliding scale 
adopted by crushers is thought by not a few 
members of the paint trade to offer rather 
slim inducements to make much of an effort 
to sell linseed to consumers, who nowadays 
manifest some inclination to place orders di- 
rectly with producers. In Paris green there is 
nothing new.

CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 


The Treasury department has decided that 
alcoho! and alcoholic preparations, whether 
imported in bottles or casks, are not subject to 
the tariff restrictions as to the number of bot- 
tles to the case Or to capacity of the casks. 

The Treasury Department has decided that 
a so-called coal tar preparation, being a chem- 
ical compound recommended under the name 
of anti-febrine as a substitute for quinine, is 
dutiable at the rate of 50 per cent. ad valorem 
as a proprietary article. 








In cases where goods produced in one tor- 
eign country pass through another on their 
passage to this country it has been the prac- 
tice of the Treasury Department to add only 
the transportation charges within the country 
which the goods were produced to their cost 
in order to determine their dutiable value.

During the last 
two weeks, however, the Jewett White Lead 
Company, of this city, have received three 
drafts drawn by E. L. Stanton. The first was 
from Oneida, the second from Pennyan and 
the last from Cortland, N. Y. The Oneida 
draft was for 325and the others for $75 each. 
They were each endorsed by merchants doing 
business in the several towns mentioned. The 
drafts in each instance returned 
worthless and the merchants were notified by 
the Jewett Company that it had no such per- 
son in itsemploy, and had never before heard 
of him. From the meager description of the 
swindler given by the victims he is not recog- 
nized as the fellow who in the past has given 
the corroders much trouble, though his 
methods are about the same as those employed 
by the latter. Stanton, or whatever his right 
name may be, is described as young man of 
slender build, blond, and of address. 
His latest victim, so far as heard from, says 
that he introduced himself by presenting a card 
bearing his real or assumed name with that of 
the Jewett Company. By offering specially 
advantageous terms he obtained an order and 
then requested the buyer to identify him at 
a bank sothat he might get a draft cashed, 
representing that he was short of funds. This 
the obliging merchant was perfectly willing to 
do, and even went to the extent of endorsing

Another Failure to Sell the Keystone 
Refinery. 


The second attempt of the receiver of the 
Keystone Oil Company to sell the works of 
that concern was made at Franklin on Tues- 
day of last week, with no better result than 
before, and the sale was further adjourned to 
the 22d inst. Following is the Derrick’s ac- 
count of the proceedings : 

The receiver supplimented the proposition 
to receive bids by a statement that the works 
suffered from a recent fire to the extent of the 
loss of two iron tanks, with a combined capac- 
ity of 45,000 barrels. The burned tanks were 
reserved and excepted from the property to 
be sold. Office furniture, oil in tanks, crude, 
or manufactured, loose iron boxes not at- 
tached to the works, and an acid tank, claimed 
as the property of the Titusville Chemical 
Works, were also reserved and excepted from 
the property to be sold. The sale was to be 
subject to all the reservations made at the 
previous sale, including the judgments and 
liens, of which notice was previously given. 
The receiver then solicited bids, quoting Mr. 
Roger Sherman’s bid of $58,500 as the highest 
bid obtained at the last sale, he proposed that 
asastarter, but he would first resubmit the 
works in sections for new bids. Mr. Sherman 
said, in view of the serious impairment of the 
works since his bid was made, he proposed to 
withdraw it. This brought Mr. Smithman to 
the front. Mr. Smithman, with unusual ener- 
gy and a slight tinge of asperity, informed the 
receiver that he would give $55,000 for the 
works as a whole as they now stand. 

The Receiver adhered to his purpose of sell- 
ing in detail, he first offered the refinery, 
which includes the manufacturing depart- 
ment; receiving no vids on that, he passed 
on to the tank cars, ten in number. 
The cars fared better than the works; 
$3,000 was offered as a starter and $4,500 was 
reached. Mr. Sherman and Mr. Smithman be- 
ing the prominent bidders, the cars were 
knocked down to Smithman at the price last 
named, which is $1,000 less than the best bid of 
last Tuesday. . 

The pipe line was next offered, the burnt 
tank being reserved. The bidding here was 
quite spirited and covered a wide range, Mr. 
Sherman started the ball at $10,000; Mr. Smith- 
man bid $15,000; a bid of $16,000 came from a 
young man in a grey ulster. Mr. Sherman nod- 
ded $17,000; the grey ulster said $17,500; $25,000 
from Mr. Smithman; the grey ulster promptly 
followed with $26,000; Mr. Smithman responded 
with $27,000, The occupant of the grey top 
coat, by this time the center of attraction, 
was now identified as young Mr. Bicknel, a 
late employe of the stranded refinery; he 
quietly nodded another $1,000. The bidding 
was now confined to Mr. Smithman and young 
Mr. Bicknell, and the price rose by $1,000 jumps 
till $34,000 was reached, and from this time for- 

ward the line was drawn at the $500 mark, and 
the pipe line was figuratively knocked down 
to young Mr. Bicknell at $36,000. This ended 
the sale as to the cumulative plan, and the 
price fell short of Mr. Sherman’s best bid at 
the previous sale. The plant was next offered 
asa whole. Mr. Sherman, in behalf of credit- 
ors, objected to a sale at the price approxi- 
mated by the late bids, and as a result the re- 
ee ver consented to Again receive

balance to the rest of the plant. Mr. Smith- 
mam atthe outstart refused to qualify his 
bids, which evoked considerable discussion 
among the attorneys, ending in an order from 
the Receiver to separate the bids, stating in 
each instance how much was bid for the re- 
finery. Mr. Smithman’s final bid gave $31,500 
for the refinery, the balance to apply on pipe 
line and tank ears. Mr. Sherman, holding that 
the creditors not being interested in the pipe 
tine, from the sale whereof they could in no 
sense be benefitted, he insisted in knowing 
what went to the refinery, to which his clients 
looked for their pay. 

New complications have grown out of the 
fire. It would now appear that the burnt 
pipe line tank was uninsured. Mr. Smithman, 
under his agreement of April 11th claims to 
be running the line for the Receiver, and 
through him for the benefit of the Keystone 
Oil Company, and upon whom the loss of the 
tank shall fall is a difficult matter to deter- 
mine. The cause of to-day’s adjournment 
was principally to adjust the tank losses. The 
creditors holding that there ought to be an 
abatement of the purchase price of the line 
in a sum equivalent to the value of the 
burnt tank. Exactly what is the assessed 
value of the tank, which originally was a 
second-hand one, will probably be determined 
by arbitration. Tankage of that class, it ap- 
pears, may be purchased at 15sec per barrel; at 
this estimate the burnt tank can be replaced 
at $3,750. The creditors are beginning to see 
that Smithman, under his agreement of sale 
with the Receiver, has a long ways the best of 
it. Itis freely conceded that Mr. Smithman 
has made a good sale, and the Receiver a poor 
purchase. At any figure yet offered, after 
paying Mr. Smithman $45,000 for the pipe line, 
the creditors will not receive 20 per cent. of 
their Slaim. Capt. Hasson, a large creditor of 
the Keystone Oil Company, in a few well di- 
rected remarks, suggesting a longer adjourn- 
ment, so that the creditors might get together 
and take the necessary steps to protect their 
claims, scored a point against the purchase of 
the line by the company on the terms of the 
agreement. He failed to see any great benefit 
in the pipe line to the works, and he was sure 
the works was more independent of the pipe 
line, than the line was of the works. For one 
he was not a believer in sacrificing a good re- 
finery for the mere purpose of selling a” pipe 
line that they didn’t need. Mr. Hasson pro- 
posed an adjournment for at least three 
wecks, 

Mr. Smithman’s reply conveyed the idea that 
every means to procure purchasers had been 
exhausted, and that nothing they could doin 
that direction would be of any service in the 
way of producing a desirable sale. “I have 
personally written to all the creditors, except 
those who live in Oil City, and these I have 
talked with, asking them to be present at the 
sale of the works, which I was apprehensive 
would be sold very low unless the creditors 
were at hand in force to sustain values.” Re- 
plying to Mr. Hasson, the receiver said that 
under the terms of the agreement, which was 
limited to 0 days, it would be impossible to 
adjourn the sale longer than a week, the 50 
days expiring May 31. 

Replying to a demand of the creditors fora 
separate sale of the works, Mr. Osmer, speak- 
ing for the receiver, said their request would 
be brought to the notice of the court, and if 
possible a decree obtained authorizing the sale 
of the works separate and apart from the pipe 
line.

We spend half our time learning what not to 
do.

The teacher is apt to think the world a school- 
room, and children are born simply to be 
taught; the physician, that all the world isa 
hospital, and humanity ought to be doctored;

I 
am like the man who, when asked, ‘Have you 
no religion?” replied, “None to speak of.” A 
man’s religion is not a speaking tube through 
which he isto shout to his fellow, but a tele- 
scope, drawing the distant heavens nigh, and 
revealing the invisible. He who presses his 
mouth to the lense, dims the vision with his 
breath. 

You, gentlemen, are in a widespread, far- 
reaching business. The man among you who 
has mastered it in its details and points of con- 
tact with other trades has a liberal education, 
and is broadly cultured. Paint touches the 
animal, mineral and vegetable worlds, guides 
us into history, and compels a knowledge of 
many civilizations, Let us trace briefly a few 
of the many colors with which you have todo. 

Carmines, crimson, scarlet and purple lakes 
come from the cochineal insect. These colors 
are made of the body of the female of the 
Coccus cacti; a pound of powder con- 
tains about seventy thousatid dried insects. 
Why should the male have wings, what dan- 
ger must he flee from? Is the female a Jeze- 
bel? The insects are cultivated in Mexico, 
West Indies, Peru, and Canary Islands. Fol- 
lowing our tiny guide, we tind ourselves amid 
the ruins of a civilization which was at its full 
when this continent was unknown in the Old 
World. Deserted mines, ruined highways, 
lordly palaces, are dumb witnesses of a mag- 
nificent material prosperity. In Peru, the 
latest land theory: of the last political econ- 
omy apostle was in full working order. There, 
as in Egypt after the famine, the Government 
owned and rented the land. The secret of 
perpetual prosperity lies not in State control 
of the earth, but in the self-control of the men 
who live upon it. 

Sepia is an inky fluid discharged by the cut- 
tletish to cover its flight when pursued. This 
color takes us to the ocean, with its might and 
mystery—the home of myriad forms of the 
living, the quiet grave of unnumbered dead. 
the whispering gallery of nations, the high- 
way of commerce, The cuttlefish carries us, 
in thought, to the field of literature, where 
the genius of Victor Hugo describes the strug- 
gle between a devil-fish and a man, and the 
imagination of Jules Verne pictures the mon- 
ster grappling with a vessel. 

The bone of the fish meets the needs of the 
sweet-voiced canary in our parlor; and, as 
pounce, polishes teeth. In the sea of political 
life, the cuttletish has many human cousins, 
who escape deserved punishment by the free 
use of self-generated sepia. 

Ivory-black is made out of ivory chips. This 
carries us to the heart of Africa, where, with 
Livingstone, Stanley, Grant and Speke, we 
hunt the Colossus of the animal world. Ivory 
ehips! Ivory chips Many a fortune has 
been dissolved by them, many a man has 
stumbled over them into ruin. If you must 
have ivory-black, better far to hunt for it in 
the wiids of Africa, were it can be secured 
with the rifle, than to handle the chips in Bos- 
ton, 

Prussian blue comes from horses’ hoofs, 
fused with impure potassium carbonate, In 
the horse, as explained by latest science, we 
have the history of untold ages of develop- 
ment. The hoof is the open sesame to many 
mysteries, in it is the haunting memory of a 
finger or toe. 

Blue-black comes from the charcoal of vine 
stalks; and our thought crosses to Germany 
and its vine-clad Rhine banks, where the trel- 
lises climb from the swiftly-flowing river to 
the far-off horizon line. 

Lampblack is from resinous soot, taking us 
to our own sunny South, with its wonderful 
forests. 

Turkey-red is from a madder plant grown in 
Hindostan, a large peninsula of Southern Asia, 
Here we plunge into the mystical philosophy 
of the Far East, the sea of thought from which 
arises much of the mist that beclouds the clear 
sky of Christian America; here we see, in rapid 
panoramic vision, the struggle between the 
Saxon and the Indian, the founding of the 
British Empire in the East, the wars, rebel- 
lions, mutinies—Cathay bowing to England. 

Gamboge comes from a yellow sap gathered 
in Siam, a portion of the Indo-Chinese penin- 
sula. 

Raw sienna, from Siena, Italy, the home of 
that wonderful Roman race that conquered 
the world, and laid the foundations of legisla- 
tion for the nations of the earth, 

Raw umber, from the province of Umbria, 
in Italy, where the aborigines dwelt on the 
Appenine Range. 

Indian ink is a Chinese secret, made from 
burnt camphor. Our thoughts cross to the 
sleeping giant, the Rip Van Winkle of nations, 
drugged by England for gain, feet bandaged 
by conservatism, face veiled with self-conceit, 
just arousing to a sense of strength, 

And so we night go on, gentlemen, follow- 
ing the lines of thought suggested by your 
paints.

Ladies glove 
their hands in kid; architects, builders, manu- 
facturers, glove their thoughts in iron and 
wood. Gloved thoughts are civilization. No 
sooner is the thought expressed, embodied, 
than the work of destruction begins. The 
air-ocean surges against our civilization,as the 
Atlantic beats against the granite headlands 
of Maine, and with the same corroding effect. 
Iron and steel rust, wood decays, unless they 
are protected by paint. It is yours to protect, 
and thus perpetuate our civilzation, 

The artist, too, depends upon you. No one 
who has walked the galleries of the old world 
but feels profoundly grateful for the colors 
that have bodied forth and preserved the 
ideals of the masters, Paint is to the artist 
what the body is to the soul of man. 

The power of expression and the power of 
interpretation alike depend upon paint; but 
what shall be expressed, and how interpreta- 
ted, depends upon the world within. Paint 
without thought, like a body without a soul 
is meaningless, 

Let us turn our thoughts, then, to the life 
within; for that gives value to paint. Where 
the telegraph wires cross the mountains of 
Norway,birds attack the tops of the telegraph 
poles for insects; bears dig about their bases 
for honey. The wind singing through the 
wires is interpreted by birds as the humming 
of insects; by the bears, as the humming of 
bees. A man sees in the same wire a proof of 
human ingenuity and expression of thought. 
We express to the world without what is with- 
in. Weinterpret the world without by the 


world within, 
; _ “To thine own self be true, ; 
And it must follow, as the night the day, 


Thou canst not then be false to any man,” 
Expression and interpretation depend upor 


the mind, 
There are two theories of life, which, like 


germs, shape all the world of expression and 
interpretation: one is selfish, the other un- 
selfish; one makes life a whirlpool, with self at 
the center of suction; the other makes like a 
mountain peak, condensing the clouds to send 
the moisture to the dry valley below. The self- 
ish theory always fails. The air echoes the 
words we speak, the soil gives back the seeds 
we intrust to it, the water mirrors the face 
we present, We find in others what we bring 


to them. 
One day last summer, during the excessive 


heat, a traveler entered the train,grip in hand, 
Dropping into the last chair, placing his grip 
by his side, he settled into a restful position. 
Another traveler, in search of a set, asked, “is 
this seat taken?” “Yes: the man owning the 
bag will soon be back.” “Never mind! I'll sit 
down and hold it till he returns.” As the 
train drew inao the Lynn station, the owner 
of the grip reached out to take it, saying, Ily 
take that.” Oh, no! you won't,” was the re- 
ply; and, motioning to the conductor, the man 
who had held the bag said: ‘“‘Here, conductor, 
take this back to Boston, put it inthe baggage 
room, and make the owner prove property 
before taking it. This man is trying to carry 
it off; the one who left it here hasn’t return- 
ed for it.” On the train of life as well be who 
shows selfishness never fails of his reward. 

You remember Asop’s story of it in the fa- 
ble of the monkey, the cat, adn the chestnuts, 
The monkey got the chestnuts, but lost 
the confidence of the cat, and could 
never play that trick again with any of her 
kind. The fallacy lies in his division of the 
race into cats and monkeys. We are all 
monkeys together, and, while fighting for 
precedence, the chestnuts burn. When the 
struggle is ended, we have only ashes for divi- 
dends, 

He sets the same truth forth again in the story 
of the fox and the stork. The fox invited the 
stork to dine. After grace, he urged his guest 
to help herself. The soup was ina flat dish. 
The bird meditated on the cunning of the fox. 
The next day, the stork returned the compli- 
ment, and the fox found his dinner in a long, 
narrow-necked jar. He feasted on memory. 
The harvest is always in the seed. Soil and 
sunlight yield to the germ dropped by human 
hands, The selfish theory of life fails. Too 
many of us think that might makes right 
when we are possessed of the might. Weak- 
ness, like an orange, is by its shape’ and con- 
tentsa constant invitation to be squeezed. 
Power, like the palms of the hands, suggests 
pressure. Within the orange the juice and 
pulp are stored, back of the palms the thirst 
covets. The hollow palms fit the fruit, the 
Bice quenches the thirst, But power must be 
judiciously used; the pulp must be loosened, 

he juice started, before the skin is broken, or 
power will be stained, Sometimes men squeeze 
the orange, suck it dry, cast the skin aside, 
forget it, step on the forgotten rind, slip and 
suffer severely.

I used to think the man who would 
do most for me my best friend, I haye come 
to believe the man who makes me do most for 
him is my best friend, The former simply uses 
me asadepotin which to store his supertiu 
ous goodness, a warehouse in which to pack 
away his extra virtue; the latter calls into 
active service latent powers, arouses dorman 
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energies. The man who serves me may load 
me down, as the Egyptians did the Israelites, 
with jewels that reappear as an object of wor- 
ship in later life; the man who teaches me to 


erve opens living springs in my soul, as Moses 


led water from the rock by a blow of his staff, 
and changes my life into a fountain of bless- 
ing, * * * * * * 
Paint expresses in art, and preserves in arch- 
itecture, What shall be expressed and pre+ 
served, and how interpreted, depends upon the 
world within. The world within is worthy of 
expression and preservation, and can correctly 
interpret only when, like the earth, it subord- 
inates revolution upon the axis of self to the 
wider sweep of circling about the central sun, 
in glad surrender to the Higher Power.

Chicago Paint, Oil and Varnish Club.

CHICAGO, May 19, 1888, 

The seventh monthly meeting of the Chicago 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Club was held at the 
Union League Club house in that city on 
Thursday evening of last week, and was, as 
usual, a pleasant social reunion. Owing to 
the inclemency of the weather the attendance 
was comparatively small, there being perhaps 
fewer members present than at any previous 
meeting of the organization, 


President John Alston called the meeting to 
order, with the introduction of the coffee at 
the conclusion of dinner, and called upon the 
secretary to read the minutes of the last meet- 
ing. These having been adopted without op- 
position, an informal statement was submit- 
ted by the treasurer, after which the president 
announced that the regular order of business 
was the presentation of the report of the com- 
mittee appointed at the last meeting to form- 
ulate a plan for the better regulation of the 
credit system, The chairman of the commit- 
tee, Mr. Gorham B, Coffin, of Coffin, Devoe & 
Co., thereupon presented and read the report 
called for, which was signed by himself and 
the other two members of the committee, 
Messrs. M. Rosenthal, of A. B. Ansbacher & 
Co., and M. J. House, of J. W. Masury & Co. 

The report of the committee was as follows: 

“Your committee on credits beg leave to 
submit for your consideration the following 
report: 

SECTION I.—TERMS, 

Referring to termsof sale and discounts to 
be allowed for cash payments, we recommend, 

First; that on and after a certain date to be 
determined as hereinafter provided, the term 
of credit for all sales of merchandise such as 
are usually handled by houses in our respec- 
tiue lines (other than as hereinafter enumer- 
ated), be fixed at on longer time than sixty 
days, and that the maximum amount of dis- 
count be fixed at 144 per cent; settlement to be 
made within fifteen days from date of each 
invoice or average date of invoices in case set- 
tlement is made for two or more bills at one 
time. 

Second: That specialties, such as linseed oil, 
turpentine, naphtha, gold leaf, varnishes, dry- 
ers, white lead, Paris green, ultramarine blue, 
English vermilion and carmine may be sold 
upon such terms as are already or may be es- 
tablished by manufacturers of such articles, 

Third, That the foregoing regulations are 
not to be understood as applying to sales made

to implement manufacturers, railroad com- 
panies and city jobbers, or in any way inter- 
fering with contracts or agreements for 
shorter time or less cash discount. 

Fourth, Remittances to be made in bank 
drafts or checks accepted at par by banks in 
cities where seller is located, and that when 
longer time than stipulated in first and sec- 
ond paragraphs is taken by buyers, interest is 
to be charged for all such overtime at legal 
rates, 

“In order to make the above regulations 
practically operative it is recommended that 
the co-operation of the trade in competing 
cities be requested; and that copies of the pro- 
posed agreement be immediately submitted to 
similar organizations at jobbing points be- 
tween Cleveland and Denver, and to individ- 
ual firmsin said cities where no such organiza- 
tions exist; also to firms not connected with 
such organizations in cities where such do ex- 
ist. And, that when such co-operation shall 
have been secured, an agreement be entered 
into by the members of this club in conformity 
with the above recommendations.” 

The second section of the committee’s re- 
port related to the interchange of informa- 
tion respecting buyers, delinquent debtors, 
etc. It suggested the formation of a bureau 
of information and went more or less into de- 
tails respecting the formation and mainte- 
nance of such an institution. 

At the conclusion of the reading of the re- 
port, Mr. Hall, of the Hanford Hall Company, 
asked if it was the intention of the committee 
to report in favor of ascheme making linseed 
oil liable to the same discount as that named 
in the report, which, he assumed, was primar- 
ily designed to apply to paints and varnishes. 
Such a discount would, he thought, be pre- 
eminently unsatisfactory to linseed crushers, 
inasmuch as its adoption and observance by 
them would necessitate a radical change in 
their business methods. 

Mr. Coffin, in reply to Mr. Hall's interro- 
gatory, said that the committee had not had 
linseed oil specially in view in the preparation 
of the report, and that it was entirely possible 
to amend the scheme by providing for special 
rates of discount on linseed oil. 

Mr. Vrooman,of Bradley & Vrooman,criticis- 
ed the second portion of the report relating to 
the establishment of a bureau of information 
as to the financial standing of purchasers. In his 
judgment the scheme was objectionable be- 
cause impracticable and unnecessary. Speak- 
ing for his own house, he had no hesitation in 
saing that they had always been ready and 
willing to furnish to their associates in the 
trade all proper information as to the respon- 
sibility and business habits of their customers, 
and he believed that such was the disposition 
of the trade in general. He did not, however, 
favor the establishment of any inquisitorial 
system, which was repugnant, he believed, to 
the sentiments of dealers, and the enforce- 
ment of which would be, to say the least, pro- 
blematical. 

Mr. Alston, the president, followed in a few 
happy remarks, in similar strain, and other 
members voiced their disapprobation of this 
feature of the committee’s plan. 

Mr. Rosenthal, a member of the committee, 
spoke brietly in explanation of the report. It 
was, he said, intended to call forth discussion, 
and had not been regarded as probably a per- 
He recognized the justice of 
Mr. Hall’s position as to the linseed oil trade, 
and hoped that the freeset: criticism would be 
made. In view of the importance of the sub- 
ject and the small attendance, he moved that 
the report be printed and mailed to members, 
to receive fuller discussion at the next meet- 
ing. 

Mr. Alston suggested that inasmuch as the 
general sentiment of the club seemed to be 
opposed to the establishment of a bureau of 
information, perhaps it would be unnecessary 
to publish that section of the report. 
This suggestion appearing to meet with 
approval, a motion was made that’ the 
first section of the committee’s report 
be printed and distributed among members 
before the next meeting of the club. The ac- 
tion finally taken was to refer the report back 
to the committee with instructions to print 
the first section of the same and distribute 
copies in the localities where it was hoped to 
make harmonious action possible. 

Incidental to the discussion of the report 
was brought forward the question of allowing 
discounts on post-dated bills, The unanimous 
sentiment of the club was in condemnation of 
such a practice, and it is probable that such 
sentiment will find practical expression in the 
scheme ultimately adopted. 

Mr. Pettit, of the committee on member- 
ships, reported an application for membership 
from the Bridgeport Wood Finishing Com- 
pany, which was favorably acted upon. 

Mr. Hall called attention to the fact that the 
next meeting of the club would be the last of 
the present season, and suggested that the 
committee on arrangements be requested to 
take some steps looking to a fitting celebra- 
tion of the event, the satisfactory statement 
of the treasurer showing that the organiza- 
tion was able to endure the extra financial 
strain. 

Mr. Coffin, on behalf of the committee 
named, expressed a disposition to adopt the 
suggestion, 

There being no further business before the 
meeting, an adjournment was had, and after a 
brief time spent in socia] intercourse the mem- 
bers dispersed.

Black Bros. are now running three strings of 
tools and talk of purchasing an additional set. 

Black Bros.’s No. 6, on the Blank farm, just 
completed and reportedas being dry, is good 
for from 30 to 40 bbls. 

The old well on the same farm is still produc- 
ing 40 to W) bbls. per day. 

It is rumored that Fertig & Henne, of Titus- 
ville, have purchased Black Bros.’ interest in 
the Blank farm, paring a handsome figure for 
the same. They are to be congratulated on 
securing so valuable a plant. 

Bumsted, on the farm between Pleasantville 
and Jerusalem Corners, was torpedoed on Tues- 
day, and is producing from the second sand. 
It will settle into a five or six barrel well. No 
water was found in the sand and a packer will 
be put in and the well made to flow like Claren- 
don wells, 

Black Bros, have stuff on the ground for a rig 
onthe McCaslin farm, adjoining the Bumsted 
on the north, It will be drilled as soon as the 
rig can be built. 

James Skinner has a rig up on his lot near 
Merrick street. Braden Bros, have the con- 
tract. The are drilling for gas, and location is 
supposed to be on the gas streak that Brown 
got his well on. 

Black Bros. have secured by purchase and 
lease the Lytle farm, near“ Tight Pinch,” about 
two miles south of town, and have two wells 
started drilling for the second sand. 

Black & Noyes have a rig up on the 8.8. 
Pratt farm, about one and a half miles east of 
town and will start drilling this week. 

Braden Bros. have the contract for two wells 
for the Russell Bros., about one mile south of 
Shambureg. 

Black Bros. have leased the Lewis farm, near 
the Blank farm, and have a rig building. 

Durnham & Shelmadine are getting ready to 
drill on their lease west of town. 

Black & Lockwood have timber on the ground 
for a rig on the Lockwood farm, lying within 
the borough limits. 
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Alleged Theft of Oil from the Tanks of 


the National Transit. 

A furore of excitment has been experienced 
in Warren and the neighboring borough of 
Clarendon, that has been seldom equalled by 
any event in the history of that section of the 
oil country arising from like cause. The flut- 
ter grew out of the arrest last Thursday of J. 
R. Timmons and R. D. Scott, both of Claren- 
don, on a criminal warrant charging them 
with the larceny of a large quantity of crude 
oil from a tank owned by the National Transit 
Company, and located in Mead township, near 
the west end of Clarendon borough. The war- 
rant was issued by George O. Cornelius, a War- 
ren justice of the peace, at the instance of 
Nelson Moore, superintendent. Timmons is 
the manager of J. R. Timmons & Co.’s Cleve- 
land oil works, an independent refinery at 
Clarendon. The works were established there 
some five years ago. Scott, the other defend- 
ant, was, until the hour of his arrest, an em- 
ploye of the National Transit Company, and 
had charge of the loading rack adjacent to 
Timmons’ refinery. It is charged that collu- 
sion existed between the two parties by which 
some 1,400 bbls. of oil, valued at $1,232, was run 
from the tank No. 1,38 into tanks owned by 
the defendant Simmons, and for which the 
National Transit Company received no com- 
pensation. 
The prisoners were taken before Justice Cor- 
nelius for a preliminary hearing, charged with 


larceny. On opening the case, counsel 
for the defense received a_ setback, 
when the defendant, Scott, surprised his 


friends by entering a plea of guilty. Mr. 
Timmons plead not guilty, bail being required 
for each defendant in the sum of $2,000, C.C, 
Campbell, of Clarendon, furnished the neces- 
sary bond for the appearance of Timmons at 
the time designated by the Court, but Scott, 
being unable to procure bail, was transferred 
to the custody of Sheriff Love and taken to 
the county bastile. 


When the curtain rolled up on the next act 
in ’Squire Cornelius’s cosy court reom, the 
performers were confronted by a full house. 
It had been rumored that Scott would with- 
draw his plea of guilty and demand a hearing, 
but this idea was dispelled soon after the open- 
ing of court. The first witness sworn was B, 
E. Mitchell, a foreman in the employ of the 
Transit Company. On the 2ist of April Mr. 
Mitchell went to tank 1353, and found that the 
pole showed 12 feet 34 inches of oil in the 
tank. The following day he took the pole out 
of the tank and discovered that nine feet had 
been sawed from the bottom of the pole. 
April 23d he made another examination, and 
found that the pole was still shrinking. It 
was seven feet shorter than on the occasion of 
his last visit. The witness further testified 
that the capacity of the tank in question is 8 
bbis to the inch, and that Scott had charge of 
the loading rack, no other person having au- 
thority to load cars previous to discovery of 
the shortage. The oil isrun from the tank to

the loading rack through two 4-inch lines, and 
from one of these a 3-inch line ‘connects with 
Timmons’ refinery. The latter line, however, 
had not been in use for a year, and witness 
took out the connections about two months 
ago. Scott carried the key of the lock to the 
branch lines. 

Captain Moore, the National Transit Com- 
pany’s superintendent for this district, testified 
that his attention was called to the fact that a 
shortage existed at No, 1353. He took a gauge 
of the oil only 5 feet, 444 inches, whereas Scott 
had reported 6 feet, 944 inches, or ‘a discrep- 
ancy of 1634 inches of crude, at 85 bbls. per 
inch. The oil could not be taken without 
Scott’s knowledge. 

R. D. Scott, was then placed on the stand, 
He swore that it was his duty to load oil on cars 
by order of Mr. C. Simpson only, but acknowl- 


edged that he had loaded cars for Timmons 


without authority from his superiors; had 
loaded 12 or 15 cars for Timmons within a year 
and cars had been shipped wherever Timmons 
When Timmons wanted oil, Scott 
would load it in tank cars for him, receiving 
pay for the oil (at what price was not found 


out) after each transaction. 


This concluded the evidence for the Com- 
monwealth and Lawer Higgins made a strong 


plea in behalf of his client, in which he sought 
to convince his Honor that sufficient evidence 
bad not been adduced to warrant the Court in 


holding the defendant Timmons for trial. He 


not a scintilla of evidence had 


He had purchased the oil from Scott, 
The only charge, there- 
fore, that there was a possibility of sustaining 


against Timmons was that of receiving stolen 


goods, and to establish even this a guilty 
knowledge must be proven—and, in the opin- 
ion of this counsel, there was no evidence of a 
guilty knowledge that Scott had sold oil that 
he did not have a perfect right to sell. 

Mr. McSweeney, for the Commonwealth, 
took a decidedly different view of the case, 
He argued that it was not necessary for the 
commonwealth, at a preliminary examination, 
to establish anything further than that a 
crime had been committed and that a strong 
probability existed that the accused was im- 
plicated in the commission of that crime. 
Mindful of this fact the prosecution had not 
deemed it necessary to bring out the minor 
details of the case, but an opportunity would 
be given later for both sides to have a full 
hearing in the manner prescribed by law, and 
when that time comes the exact grade of the 
defendant’s offense will be clearly established. 
The evidence here shows that oil has been 
stolen; it has been traced to the defendant's 
tanks, and the law holds the fact to be strong 
presumptive evidence that the defendant is a 
party to the theft, 

‘Squire Cornelius adjusted his eyeglasses, 
took a ponderous legal volume down from its 
shelf, turned deliberately to a famous pas- 
sage that he always keeps marked for refer- 
ence, and read something like this: “And 
where the evidence is of such a character that 
a doubt remains as to the guilt or innocence of 
the accused, it shall be the duty of the magis- 
trate to commit the defendant for trial.” 
The court continued: “I must say that a grave 
doubt exists in my mind regarding the guilt 
or innocence of Mr. Timmons, It would seem 
that the defendant's acquaintance with Scott 
was sufliciently intimate that he might be ex- 
pected to know something of the latter's cir- 
cumstances, and his ability to honestly sell oil 
in such quantities, and I accordingly hold Mr, 
Timmons to bailin the sum of $1,000 for his 
appearance at court on the first Monday of 
June.” 


Mr. Timmons secured a bondsman in the per- 
son of Mr. A. J. Hazeltine, cashier of the War- 
ren Savings Bank, while at last accounts Scott 
was still in the hands of the sheriff. 

During the progress of the examination the 
intimation cropped out that the defendant 
will endeavor to refute the “guilty know- 
ledge theory by evidence showing that Scott, 
while acting in the capacity of agent for the 
Green Line, had frequently made small sales 
of oil to Mr. Timmons from the cars of this 
line, said cats being popularly supposed to be 
empty, while it wes not unusual for a single 
car to contain fifteen or twenty barrels of oil 
after a load had been transported to some dis- 


tant refinery and the cars returned. The 
defense will claim that the few barrels 
of oil thus remaining in those cars was 


not the property of the National Transit, 
and as it was a part of Seott’s duty 
to clean the cars before having them refilled 
it was the most natural thing in the world 
for him to earn an honest dollar by selling 
the “drippings * to some convenient retinery, 
If we follow out this theory, it will be seen 
that Scott became avariciously inclined and 
increased his revenue from “drippings” by 
drawing from the large tank and falsifying 
his reports, while Timmons continued to pur- 
chase in blissful ignorance. 

But, as a material offset to the claims of Tim- 
mons and his friends, it may bein order to cite 
the opinion of Captain Moore, who has doubt- 
less loaded as many cars as any man connected 
with the oil This gentleman says 
that during his varied experience he rarely 
found more than a few gallons of oil remaining 
inatank that had been emptied, and never 
more than 15 or 20 gallons—not barrels, as 
claimed by the other side, 
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Using Oil as Fuel. 


Isanc M. Sowers, ex-Mayor of Oi) City, Pa., 


wasseen at Lima, 0., by a correspondent in 
reference to the progress being made in intro- 
ducing Ohio oil asfuel. Mr. Sowers had just 
returned from Chicago, where he has been 
operating for months. He said the in- 
surance companies had given them trouble, 
but the oil people able to demonstrate 
that oil fuel did not increase the risk, and they 
expected in good time to overcome the preju- 
dice. They were meeting with about the same 
opposition in this particular that had con- 
fronted the electric light companies. The 
Board of Underwriters of Chicago are investi- 
gating the matter. They had made a very 
careful investigation and he had hopes from 
this fact that their report would be favorable. 
In case it is favorable several large concerns 
will at once begin to use oil for fuel instead of 
coal, among them the Leland House The 
Leland had used it, but had been stopped by 
the insurance companies, 

The largest concern now using Lima oil as 
fuel is the Union Steel Works of Chicago. It 
is one of the largest works of the kind in the 
world. They are using 1,000 barrels of oila 
day where they formerly used 400 tons of coal. 
They have not entirely abandoned the use of 
coal, but it has almost been supplanted, In 
these works it requires 65 men less to do the 
work than with coal. This saving of labor is 
in firing, hauling ashes, The item of 
ashes is quite important to such a large con- 
remove them outside the city.

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Fallacies Concerning Varnish. 


F. B. Gardner,commenting upon the fallacies 
of the paint shop, in a recent issue of the 
Blackamith and Wheelwright, discusses some 
of the erroneous impressions which obtain re- 
garding varnish. Although written for prac- 
tical painters, or those who apply varnish, his 
remarks will be of interest outside of the-com- 
paratively narrow field in which he has select- 
edanaudience. Hesays: “The most delicate 
substance found in the shop, or at least the

one that requires all the tender care which 
can be given it, is varnish. Whether it is that 
use! for the filling and the rubbing or the 


finishing coats, it matters not. All varnishes 
used in a carriage shop require judgment and 
care for their preservation while in the stock 
room, orin use upon the work, and care 
needed even after the work is completed, and 
the varnish is dry and hard. 

The temperature of the place where varnish 
is kept should never allowed to fall any- 
where near the freezing point, for chilled var- 
nish will not work well. It will pit’ ‘crawl" 
when put on the work, and neating it will not 
restore its pristine excellence as many are led 
to believe.

should it take years to produce a perfect com- 
mingling of copal gum and linseed oil? To be 
sure, it requires a long time for impurities to 
settle to the bottom of a large tank of varnish, 
for varnish is not a very limpid liquid, and it 
would not be good policy perhaps, to draw off 
varnish for immediate use from a faucet at the 
bottom of the tank shortly after it had been 
filled. But as all sediment begins its down- 
ward course as soon as the liquid is at rest, in 
a week or two the upper portion will have be- 
come as clear and pure as itever will be, and 
by careful dipping, the varnish may be taken 
out for use with confidence. This is done in 
factories where they are impatient for the im- 
purities (there are always some) to settle down 
below the draw-otf faucet. 

Ripening is a word fitly applied tu wines and 
liquors, for with them there isasort of effer- 
venscence going on, but with the oleaginous 
mass of linseed oil, copal gum, turpentine, ete., 
no such chemical change takes place, and the 
simple precipitation of impurities through the 
thick gummy liquid is looked for after the 
varnish is made and put in tanks or other 
large vessels by the makers. 

Varnish that is net well clarified, i. e., drawn 
off below before the sediment has reached that 
point,is called**too new,”and the painter’s work 
is liable to be “seedy,”’ or “specky,”’ and have 
“tadpoles.” It does not “pit,’’ “crawl,” etc., 
and he may ascribe the trouble to chilled var- 
nish and set the can aside for a time, after 
which, when carefully poured into a cup and 
put to use, he will be surprised to find it work 
all right. The varnish maker is generally cer- 
tain that his product is correct in this matter, 
and if he fears that the sediment has not gone 
down below the faucet, he will not hesitate to 
dip it carefully from the top of tne tank. It 
doesn’t take a year for such settling either.

The Scotch Oil Mines, 

William Findlay, of West Calder, Scotland, 
which is in the ancient oil shale region of that 
country, has been making a tour of the Penn- 
sylvania petroleum fields, and while in New 
York recently said to a reporter: 

“T am more than amazed at what I have 
seen. The petroleum of Scotland is mined 
like coal,and although I had read of the oil 
wells of America, I was not prepared for such 
a vast difference in the method of oil produc- 
tion. The Scotch petroleum is not in the fluid 
state, but in a shale formation. The extract- 
ing of the products of this shale was for many 
years an important industry, and is quite an 
extensive one yet; but the American oil, both 
illuminating and lubricating, is now set down 
in our markets cheaper than the Scotch oil 
can be produced, and how long our oil pro- 
duction will last is only a question of how long 
national pride will resist considerations of 
economy. 

“The Scotch oil shale is black, and liesata 
depth of about 400 feet beneath the surface. 
The shale producing regions are all between 
Edinburgh and Glasgow, and are known as the 
ail fields of West Calder. They are very ex- 
tensive, and literally inexhaustible. That is 
one hope we have. The fluid oil of this coun- 
try will undoubtedly exhausted or 
greatly curtailed in production sometime in 
the future. When your fields cease to pour 
outa quantity of oil that enables you to re- 
fine it,export it, and sell it in Scotlandata

In vari- 
ous parts of the field there were shale crush- 
ing works, not unlike your coal breakers, 
where the shale isrun on being taken from 
the mines, It is broken up into small pieces 
and the crude oil extracted at the crushers, 
What we call crude oil you would call tar over 
here. The refiners take it and from it extract 
iluminating and lubricating oil, ammonia and 
The latter is called paraflfine in the oil 
The tar froma ton of 
shale will yield fourteen’ gallons of 
illuminating oil. This is subject to four 
different acid distillations, each one much 
heavier than any the American fluid petro- 
leum requires. The result is a clear, white 
high flash illuminant, as good as American 
kerosene, but four times as expensive. If the 
American product simply came in competi- 
tion with our illuminating oil, the effect on 
our trade would not be of much consequence, 
as in that branch of the Scotch oil business is 
not where the profit lies. The lubricant, the 
ammonia, and the wax are the products which 
make the shale mines valuable. The Ameri- 
can lubricating Oil is cheaper, and those who 
use it suy betterthanany. ‘The latter alto- 
gether] can’t agree with. Of course the 
American oi] does not interfere with our am- 
monia products nor with our wax trade, but 
we can’t afford to produce kerosene and lubri- 
cating oil to throw away in order that we may 
get at the ammonia and wax that the shale 
contains, Iam forced to say, therefore, to 
use an Americanism, that the Scotch oil busi- 
ness is not booming at the present time.”

City crushers of linseed continue to quote 
the market steady at 56c witha fair demand, 
but a weaker tendency is to be noted in out- 
of-town offerings in this market. While the 
asking price is 53c it is known that 52%ée will 
buy on spot, and more desire is manifested to 
sell. The trade in out-of-town oil is reported 
to be very unsatisfactory and business may be 
forced to prevent the storage rates from eat- 
ing up the value of the oil. 

The cotton oil market has experienced an- 
other week of activity and higher values, and 
buyers who hesitated to operate previously 
until better acquainted with the situation, 
found that delays were expensive as they had 
to pay an advance of 1@2c per gallon 
for supplies. A better feeling exists 
because the uncertainty which has been 
hanging over the market like a dark 
cloud for some time has disappeared, and 
every one is now sure of his footing. Fluctua- 
tions in price have given place to a steady and 
gradual appreciation which buyers are not 
slow to take advantage of and which sellers 
have been anticipating. Offerings are more 
reserved and this feature of trade seems to 
stimulate business, as buyers generally want 
what is most difficult to obtain; if many 
sellers are in the field with their goods 
and competing against each other, buyers are 
inclined to hold off under the impression that 
prices will favor them by waiting; they now 
seek the seller and endeavor to overcome the 
indifference by arguments; thus the changed 
aspect of affairs has inspired more confidence 
on both sides, and it assists to improve the 
situation. Crude cotton oil has advanced 2c 
per gallon since last writing, and refined oil 
1@2e, according to holder. One of the most 
important transactions of the week was 
through a jobbing source, and included 1,500 
barrels of prime crude at 40c, which is consid- 
ered a good price for that amount of oil. 
Other miscellaneous lots of prime have been 
disposed of at 40c and some off color at 


38c. The last sale of prime oil was made 
at 39c for 5O barrels to arrive. Spot 
quotations for prime crude oil are 40@ 


4lc, according to holder, and frequent bids 
have failed to alter the views of sellers. The 
demand for crude is important, as an increased 
inquiry was a marked feature of trade to-day, 
but there is difficulty in getting round lots and 
buyers have to content themselves with job- 
bing quantities unless they are willing to pay 
a higher market value than is now ruling. 
Holders who have a thousand bbls or more on 
hand are not quoting a price and prefer to con- 
sider bids at their leisure. Summer yellow oil 
is quoted at 46c but the last transaction was 
at 45c which is 5¢c above the price realized this 
time last year. A lot of 300 bbls. was taken at 
45c for prime on spot, and other business has 
been done at the same figure during 
the week amounting to 1,200 bbls. White 
summer is barely steady at 47c, asked; 
there were offerings on Monday at 
46c, but withdrawn on Tuesday; the move- 
ment of this grade does not compare with sum- 
mer yellow; holders are firmly of the belief 
that the supply of the latter will become ex- 
hausted before long, and that white oil will be 
needed to take its place. Winter oils have 
likewise responded to the better tone in other 
lines, and are held at M@hic; the regular 
movement is reported in the latter. Soap stock 
is still scarce and inquired for, Receipts of oil 
during the past four business days at this port 
only amounted to 500 bbis,and 150 of that went 
abroad. Some general comments showing the 
progress made by the cottonseed industry this 
season will be found in our editorial columns. 
We are informed by wire to-night from New 
Orleans that crude is quoted at 354@3é6c, and 
summer yellow at 4@45c, with very little of- 
fering.

An effort was 
made to get the latter sale contirmed or denied, 
but the parties in interest declined to do 
either. This certain brand is said to be a dis- 
turbing element in the market by underselling 
the other city makes. The only reason as- 
signed for doing so is to meet compefition 
from Western sources; but we find the well 
known Western brands quoted at the regular 
schedule, and sometimes above it on account 
of short supplies. 

Elaine oil is stepdy at 32\%c per gallon to 
dealers for carloads and 34@35c for less quanti- 
ties. Saponified red oil is held at 444@5c per Ib, 
according to holder. A firm market is ex- 
pected to rule, as production will cease during 
the summer months. e 

Crude sperm oil has been taken to the extent 
of 160 bbis for domestic use on private terms, 
The actual value can only be determined by 
bids.

Tt must be gratifying to manufacturers of 
mineral lubricants to notice the rapid in- 
crease in the export demand which is reported 
officially from Washington. During April 
the foreign movement in mineral lubricants 
had increased to 2,083,748 gallons, against 
1,545,071 gallons for the similar period last 
year, For ten months ending April 3% 
the total exports from the United States 
reached 19,074,470 gallons, in comparison with 
14,204,288 gallons for the same ten months of 
last year, The foreign business is on a good 
basis, and it adds materially in supporting 
the home market and preventing surplus

Destruction of a Mineral Factory. 


The factory of the Standard Mineral Com- 
pany on the East river at 140th street, this 
city, was destroyed by fire last week. All the 
stock and machinery were ruined, entailing a 
loss of $20,000, covered by insurance. The watch- 
man on the premises was seriously burned and 
had to be taken to a hospital. The fire broke 
out about one o’clock in the morning, but the 
origin is unknown. It is the purpose, we un- 
derstand, to rebuild larger works immediate- 
ly, and although orders will necessarily be 
delayed for a short time, the Mineral Company 
will make every effort to meet the wants of 
their customers,

A Successful Petroleum Engine. 


For some time past, says the London Stand- 
ard, a firm at Hull have been endeavoring to 
overcome the difficulties which have hitherto 
stood in the way of using the ordinary petro- 
leum of commerce as a motive power for en- 
gines. In this they have now fully succeeded, 
as was demonstrated by a petroleum engine 
which we recently inspected at their London 
offices. In this engine the oil is placed in a 
closed tank inside the foundation of the en- 
gine, and air is pumped into this tank untila 
pressure of about five pounds to the square 
inch is obtained. The oil is then mixed with 
air until it is formed into a vapor, after which 
it passes into a closed iron vessel or vaporizer, 
where it is heated, and from which it is ad- 
mitted into the engine cylinder and ignited by 
means of an electric spark. The spark is ob- 
tained from a small primary battery capable 
of doing about 30 hours’ work without atten- 
tion, and which can be renewed at a very 
small cost. In starting the engine the vapor- 
izer is heated for a few minutes, after which 
the necessary heat is obtained from the ex- 
haust products of combustion while on their 
way tothe chimney. The cylinder is water- 
jacketed, the water being kept in circulation 
by a small pump. After it has once been 
started the engine works automatically, pre- 
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paring its own source of power, heating its 
charge, cooling its cylinder, and supplying its 
own spark for ignition. The great point here 
is that only ordinary petroleum is used, which, 
moreover, is entirely consumed, leaving no 
residue whatever, the combustion being com- 
plete. The cost of working this engine, taking 
the oil at the present price, is stated to bea 
little more than a halfpenny per horse power 
per hour. The engine is simple in construc- 
tion and is well adapted for use where steam 
is inadmissible and coal gas not obtainable. It 
has been thoroughly tried and proved in prac- 
tical work before being brought out.

Searching for Oil near Viadivostock. 


Among the frequent visitors to the Petro- 
lenm Exhibition that has just closed at St. 
Petersburg, where the Ministers of Marine, 
Crown Domains and Railways. All three were 
deeply innterested in the display of liquid 
fuel appliances, and the result of that interest 
has been the assignment by the Russian Govy- 
ernment of the sum of 80,000 roubles to pro- 
mote the exploration of oi] in the Amoor re- 
gion. Last year several indications of petro- 
leum were discovered in the country near 
Vladivostock, and we drew attention to the 
importance of these at the time. The deter- 
mination of the Russian Government to con- 
struct a railway from Vladivostock to the 
Amoor renders a supply of fuel still more es- 
sential; and coal being scarce and bad, it is ob- 
vious considerable significance attaches to 
the discovery of fuel. But perhaps the chief 
motive lying at the bottom of the sanctioned 
expenditure of so much money is the desire at 
no distant date to use liquid fuel exclusively 
on board the Russian vessels running between 
the Black Sea and the Pacific. In the Black 
Sea a copious supply is already available, not 
only at Batoum, but also at Novorossisk,which 
taps the Kuban oil region; and again at 
Kertch, while several well are being worked. 
Men-of-war, as well as mercantile steamers, 
could thus even now replace coal with liquid 
fuelin the voyage from Odessa to Vladivo- 
stock. What Russia is anxious to secure is a 
supply of local oil at Viadivostock that will 
enable steamers to be equipped for the return 
voyage. If that were done liquid fuel would 
be adopted forthe Black Sea and Pacific a 


\ 
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once. To promote the discovery of petroleum 
in the Pacific region the Minister of Crown 
Domains is therefore sending out Mr. Ivanoff, 
a mining engineer trained at Baku, who will 
first examine the oil districts already known; 
and then search for petroleum in other local- 
ities. These operations will be watched with 
interest.— Engineering.

TUESDAY EVENING, May 22, 1888. 

The principal feature of interest worthy of 
special mention is the advance above 0c 
which occurred early in the week under re- 
view. While the extreme dullness of the pre- 
ceding week left the impression that a depres- 
sion might naturally follow, it was a 
recognized fact that the conditions were 
favorable to movement by either the bull or 
bear operators, as neither would make a deter- 
mined fight against the efforts of the other. 
The bull movement was consequently easily 
managed, and it doubtless subserved the pur- 
pose for which it was inaugurated, as no special 
effort has been made to maintain the price at 
or above %c. The advance, however, again 
made the chronic bulls sanguine of soon being 
able to force the price permanently above the 
dollar mark. Predictions have been recklessly 
made that the goal would be reached by the 
end of the present month, and that $1.25 would 
be realized before the first day of July. 
The situation is favorable to an upward move- 
ment in prices,but the market continues to lack 
the support so essential to such a course,and so 
long as the present state of affairs continues 
we may look for erratic changes brought 
about by the efforts of the manipulators. The 
bear party have not been without some 
crumbs of comfort, among these being the 
new wells in the Washington field and the ac- 
tivity displayed by operators in Venango 
county, and the repert that the P. P. A. had 
failed to negotiate a loan with which to pay 
the idle drillers, as this will necessi- 
tate the sale of a large block of the 
oil held in reserve. It is claimed that by 
throwing this oil on the market, the price will 
be depressed, notwithstanding that the 
amount now available for speculative pur- 
poses is very small—smaller than it has been 
for years. But then the bear party is content 
with small gleams of encouragement, and can 
draw comfort from meager resources. They 
have so long been on the winning side that 
permanent reverse to them appears impossible. 
The transactions during the past week 
show an increase over those of the pre- 
vious week, the sales footing up 6,291,000 bbls 
against 3,740,000 bbls for the preceding week. 
The clearances of the local exchange amount- 
ed to 16,256,000 bbls, against§12,332,000 bbls dur- 
ing the preceding week. The total clear- 
ances reported for the other four exchanges 
amounted to 33,233,000 bbbls against 25,370,000 
bbls for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was reached on Thurs- 
day and on Friday, when 9044c was touched. 
The lowest point of the week was 865¢c and 
was touched to-day. The opening price last 
Wednesday was 88c, and the close this even- 
ing was at 8634c, showing the loss as a result of 
the week's trading of 144c, while the extreme 
range of fluctuations for the week was 3c. 

There continues to be a dearth of news from 
the producing regions, and beyond the daily 
scout reports to be found in the record of each 
day’s proceedings, very little that is worthy of 
note has been received. An account of active 
prosecution of the drill in Venango County is 
given on another page. An item of some sig- 
nificance is the report that Mr. Cadwallader is 
locating some oil leases in the vicinity of Sligo 
Furnace. Mr. Cadwallader was an active 
driller in the Clarion pool. He seems to be 
now working on the theory of Prof. 8, Peter 
Leslie’s that a pool of oil exists near Sligo. A 
gentleman by the name of Griffith, represent- 
ing Eastern capital, is reported as skirmishing 
throughout the same quarters seeking leases. 

A little more light has been thrown on the 
Zoar well and the territory thereabouts by the 
editor of the Gowanda Herald, who visited the 
well, and gives the following account of his 
trip:—* We arrived at the Kelley farm, on 
which the well is situated, about 3 p.m. and 
bravely proceeded to make our way to inter- 
view the hole in the ground. We had arrived 
at about two rods of the derrick when we 
were espied by the drillers, who ordered us to 
fall back. Being a little hard of hearing, and 
the noise of gas as deafening as ‘the escaping 
steam from a locomotive, we didn’t fall. 
Again the order was given, and for the third 
and fourth time it came like a clarion 
call, clear and distinct from the“ Me- 
Intyre’s.” Thinking it meant us, and 
having learnt the falling back move- 
ment pretty well on the Peninsula, 
with McClellan in 1862, we, that is, Norm and 
“ws,” fell back in good order, and it was well, 
as we had no sooner vacated than by a sudden 
breathing or convulsion of the well, caused by 
the large amount of gas, oil, water and salt 
was forced or thrown into the air a distance of 
100 feet, and in falling covered a radius, we 
should judge, of the same extent. The little 
creek which flows near the well has its surface 
completely covered with oil. Mr. Kell®y in 
about one hour’s time gathered one barrel, 
and informed us that he was going to make 
this his business, as no finer quality had 
been found for lubricating purposes, and 
he could not engage in a_ business 
that would pay him half as well as saving 
what was flowing by his dwelling on the sur- 
face of this little creek. There is an abund- 
ance of salt in the well and this causes no little 
trouble, the drillers’ clothing being covered 
with fine particles of it which sticksand makes 
their appearance resemble John Shepflin after 
a hard day’s work in his flouring mill. We 
learned that as soon as possible parties are to 











commence sinking another well. The Hill 
boys, whose farm is about one mile from the 
Kelley well, have been offered $100 an acre for 
280 acres of their land and refuse the offer. 
There can be no oil territory bought for a 
song in the land of Zoar.” 


Wednesday, May 16. 

The opening this morning was at 88c, show- 
ing a gain of 4c over the close of last evening. 
Although the feeling was stronger, there was 
little trading, and for want of support the 
price eased off a point, making 87?4c, which 
was the lowest point touched during the day. 
Some offers to buy to fill orders then quickly 
brought the price above 8&8c, and the market 
remained for the greater part of the day near 
88loc, varying but a couple of points either 
way until afternoon, when a spurt brought 
the highest price of the day up to 89%c. One 
of the reasons for the renewed confidence of 
the bulls was based on a report that the Stand- 
ard had advanced the money with which the 
producers will pay their idle drillers and meet 
other obligations assumed in entering upon 
the shut-in agreement. This would prevent 
the necessity of throwing a large block of oil 
on the market and places it in strong hands. 
True or not, the story appears to have stif- 
fened the backboues of bull operators who did 
their best to sustain the market. The close, 
however, showed a weaker feeling, and a 
slight bear effort succeeded in pulling the 
quotations down to 88%c. This made a gain 
for the day of 34c under a range of 15c. 
Trading was very irregular, but on the whole 
showed considerable improvement over the 
dullness that has latterly prevailed, the sales 
footing up 1,391,000 bbls. In the Washington 
field the Fergus No. 8 was doing 17 bbls, the 
No. 9, 14 bbls, and the No. 10, 30 bbls an hour. 
The McBurney No. 2 was increased to 0 bbls 
an hour, but later dropped off to 40 bbls. The 
S. Fergus No. | was doing 25 bbls and the No. 
2 12 bbls per hour. The Bakerstown well was 
finished but refused to flow and would be 
pumped.

Again the market showed more strength at 
the opening, which was at 89c, representing an 
advance of 4c, over the close of last evening. 
and this also represented the lowest price of 
the day. Although the buying was not very 
sharp the price advanced steadily, reaching 
90¢ at the end of the first hour and the high- 
est point of the day, %4c, about noon. Re- 
ports came of heavy buying at Oil City. At 
the higher figures some long oil was dumped 
asan oppurtunity was afforded of realizing a 
fair profit, while several shorts found the ad- 
vance a bitter pill to swallow and one dealer 
succumbed, paying the penalty of a too san- 
guine adherence to the bear side. The senti- 
ment throughout the day remained bullish 
with the price ranging in the neighborhood of 
9c, but shortly before the close the bears 
started a raid and succeeded in making the 
closing figure 8944c. This represented a gain 
for the day of 44c under a range of 1c. 
Trading was quite active during the early 
part of the day and later became quite tame 
and as a whole showed only a moderate 
amount of business accomplished, the sales 
reported footing up 1,455,000 bbls. The follow- 
ing are the gauges of the Washington wells. 
Fergus Ne. 8, 12 bbls; No. 9, 15 bbls; No, 10, 30 
bbls; old No. 1,25 bbls, and 8. Fergus No. 2, 10 
bbls. an hour respectively. McBurney No. 2 
was off to 35 bbis an hour.

Then came orders to buy on account of West- 
ern operators, while the local dealers also too, 
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a hand in the buying which sent the figures 
upward, the highest point of the day being 
reached at 90!4c, though not without consid- 
erable resistance on the part of the bears,who 
several times succeeded in bringing about im- 
portant reactions. Toward the end of the ses- 
sion the bulls seemed to lose their grip and the 
market eased off, finally closing at 88%c. This 
made a loss for the day of 5c under a range of 
lec. Trading was very irregular and at times 
very dull,but the total sales for the day footed 
up 1,279,000 bbls. In the Washington field the 
Fergus No.8 was doing 15 bbls, the No. 9, 11 
bbls, the No. 10, 30 bbls, and the McBurney No. 
2,32 bbls per hour. The S. Fergus No. 1 was 
producing 32 bbls and the No. 1,8 bbls per 
hour.

From this there was only a slight re- 
action, the market closing firm at 893g¢c, This 
made a gain forthe day of 3¢c under a 
range to quotations of %c. Trading was 
very light, the sales reported footing up only 
247,000 bbls. The bulk of the sales took place 
during the last half-hour, during which time 
the only fluctuations of consequence oc- 
curred.

The market for refined in barrels for export 
has continued fairly active during the entire 
week under review, and during the latter half 
the demand has shown considerable increase. 
Shippers claim that there is nothing extraor- 
dinary in the present spurt of activity, as the 
stocks abroad being light and the speculative 


market here apparently being on the 
eve of a boom, the increased purchases 
were but natural. The amount of sales 


reported foot up over 150,000 bbls, and as 
the rates for freight room are expected to ad- 
vance, a eontinuance of the good demand may 
be looked for so long as shippers can obtain 
favorable freight rates. On Thursday the 
price of 70°, Abel test’ was advanced to 75¢c, 
and the market continued steady at that figure 
until to-day, when the price was again made 
7iée for all loadings. The continental markets 
have ruled higher, but there has been little 
change at London. To-day’s quotations by 
cable were: Bremen, 670m; Antwerp, 1654@ 
1634f; London, 546@55¢d, and Liverpool, 54@ 
Freight rates have been very firm, with 
the prospect of an advance, as the number of 
vessels seeking charters is comparatively small. 
Hence to London 1s 6d@I1s 9d is the rate, while 
to Continental ports the range is 2s@2s 9d as to 
port and vessel. Home trade lots have been in 
rather light request, and for these the outside 
figures have for the most part been demanded, 
the market closing firm. We quote 85¢@834c 
for State legal test; 8@8lée for 110 test;

Russia to Send Petroleum to Brazil. 


According to the Moscow Gazette of April 15, 
writes Acting Consul Hornstedt, the Russian 
ambassador to Brazil, M. lonin, has addressed 
a letter to the president of the Society for the 
Promotion of Russian Trade and Commerce, 
Count N. P. Ignatieff, calling his attention to 
the favorable opportunity offered at the pres- 
ent moment for establishing commercial rela- 
tions between Russia and Brazil. 

M. Ionin is of opinion that kerosene and 
other productions of naphtha are likely to 
find a safe and profitable market there, and 
suggests that the larger Russian producers of 
naphtha should send their representatives to 
Rio Janeiro and Buenos Ayres in order to 
study, on the spot, all particulars of the trade 
and ascertain the conditions under which a 
regular export trade of naptha could be es- 
tablished from the Black Sea ports to South 
America. 

The Novosti reports that at a meeting held 
on the 3lst of March last by the society above 
referred to the suggestions of M. Ionin were 
most favorably considered, and a resolution 
was passed that the attendance of persons in- 
terested in the naphtha trade be requested,

Is Petroleum a Poison? 





Dr. Lewin, who is known from his publica- 
tions concerning erythrophlceine, discusses 
this question in Virchow'’s Archiv. After re- 
ferring to his researches, he states that pe- 
troleum varies very much in composition, and 
that this difference isan important factor in 
the effect of the liquid. He also remarks that 
the elastic meaning of the word “poison” 
must be borne in mind; one party postulating 
the supervention of death as an essential 
concomitant of real poisoning, while another 
considers any disturbance of normal health 
sufficient to justify the use of the expression 
Lewin found seventeen cases in literature re- 
ferring to the ingestion of petroleum, many 
of which were instances in which the liquid was 
mistakenly swallowed for brandy by inebri- 
ates, who were under the impression, until 
(in some cases) more than three ounces 
had been taken, that they were erinking 
spirit. Others had resorted to it with 
suicidal intent, and in these cases it had some- 
times been taken by the pint. Two patients 
imbibed from 6 to 12 oz. without an serious ef- 
fect at all. It has been alleged that the urine 
of a person who has swallowed petroleum has 
the characteristic odor of the substance, and 
some have affirmed that where a large quan- 


tity is introduced into the system it 
forms a supernatant layer upon the 
surface of the discharged excretion. 
Lewin specially directed his attention 


to these alleged phenomena, but in his re- 
searches on animals be was never able to 
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por is only toxic in very unfavorable con- 
ditions and in cases of individual idiosyncrasy. 
Researches conducted directly in America 
among workers in petroleum districts who 
were constantly under its influence showed 
that it favored the development of eczemat- 
ous ulcers, which invaded every part of the 
body. The heavy oils appeared to be more 
dangerous than the light, and it was further 
intimated that those used for illumination are 
always of the latter and safer class.

Russian Kerosene in China. 


Under date of March 23, Consul Charles Sey- 
mour writes from Canton, China, to the De- 
partwent of State, as follows: 

During the month of January,1888,a cargo of 
about 50,000 cases of Russian kerosene or re- 
fined petroleum arrived at and was sold in the 
port of Hong-Kong, and the greater portion 
of it has found its way into the province of 
Kwang-tung, and much of it has been sold to 
Chinese shopkeepers and native consumers at 
a price about equal to that of American kero- 
sene. 

Some of it has been bought and is being con- 
sumed by foreign residents, as it is sold fora 
superior high test and safe oil. 

The cans are stamped thus: 
Naptha and Trading Company, 
anchor and crescent marks. 

It issold by reputable Hong-Kong foreign 
merchants to Canton buyers at $2 25 per case, 
containing 2 cans, each of which is the size of 
the American cans, holding about 4 imperial 
gallons, or 5 trade gallons, and as having a test 
of 130°, whsle ordinary American kerosene Is 
sold as being safe at onlv 110°. Probably 
neither of the two oils (American or Russian) 
have been tested in C hina.

Opium,—The last opium crop in Turkey is 
known to have been the smallest since 1880, 
Fine Malatia would have been quite out of 
stock if the comparatively good yeld of Salon- 
ica had not filled the deficiency, and as regards 
Gueve and Bei Bazar buyers had in almost all 
instances to be content with what was left of 
the old crop. If, notwithstanding a yield of 
only 1,800 cases of Turkish opium, the advanced 
values of last summer could only be main- 
tained with difficulty, the causes must be 
sought in the still considerable stocks in Lon- 
don and New York, the absence of speculative 
operations and the reserved attitude of the 
consumers. Persian opium arrived in London 
in sufficient abundance, but the imports of this 
variety did not bring down the price, because 
it was well inquired for shipment to China.

indifferent selection at both places, 
but particularly in. Smyrna, where only 
common opium is now held in_ stock. 
Consequently, select druggists’ opium is not 
obtainable relatively so cheap as lower qual- 
ities, and high-class parcels may remain scarce 
until the new crop arrives. From now until 
June the latter is exposed to many vicissitudes; 
the hot winds prevailing (during the gathering 
period especially) frequently have the effect of 
largely reducing the yield. Besides this the 
stocks at the principal centers and in the sec- 
ond hand are melting away, so that even if the 
crop should be a good one very low prices 
need not be looked for. 

Oxalic Acid.—-The firmness of the price of 
this article, brought about by a union of Ger- 
man and English manufacturers, has not been 
of long duration. It appears that the diminu- 
tion of the consumption in Germany has dis- 
turbed the mutual interests of the co-operat- 
ing parties; at any rate the price declined in 
1887 by 16 per cent. This is another proof that

Major E. Willis has prepared an interesting 
statement of the condition of the fertilizer 
trade of Charleston, in which he says: “The 
past season has been the most prosperous this 
industry has had for many years, an industry 
that has given employment to so many per- 
sons, furnishing a source of investment for so 
much capital, supplied freight to so many 
railroads and steamship lines, and given a 
healthy and prosperous business to the local 
banks. All the companies engaged in the 
manufacture of commercial fertilizers are in 
good position to resume operations, having 
closed out their stock with a fair profit on this 
year’s business. The outlook for next year’s 
trade is encouraging.

recovering the by products. It is well known 
that a first class charcoal can be obtained from 
peat, but the moisture that the raw material 
contains is so excessive that a large expendi- 
ture of heat is required before it can be driven 
off, and no amount of pressure or other treat- 
ment has hitherto been successful in getting 
rid of it. Peat also contains valuable liquid 
distillates such as ammonia, acetic acid, naph- 
tha, paraffine, &c., which can be readily recoy- 
ered by the proper application of heat. 

By a system that has been devised and pat- 
ented by Mr. W. A. Byrom, of 86 Leadenhall 
street, E. C., it is proposed to utilize the waste 
heat and gases given off from the blast furn- 
aces in conjunction with what is known as the 
Rose retort. These retorts are fired both in- 
ternally and externally by the waste heat and 
gases, and the incondensible gases given off 
during the distillation of the peat, and are au- 
tomatic in their action. The peat is delivered 
into a hopper from whence it is fed regularly 
in suitable quantities into the retort, through 
which it is propelled by mechanical means, 
and whilst traversing the retort the charge is 
continuously roused and broken up, and every 
portion thus brought into intimate contact 
with the heat, 

The volatile products are driven off and 
subsequently condensed, and the solid matter, 
being charcoal, is propelled through the exit 
and then compressed whilst. hot into blocks of 
suitable size and shape for the blast furnaces.

REPORT OF U, 8, CONSUL, J. L. RATHBONE OF 


PARIS, 


The quantity of alcoholic spirits extracted 
by distillation from wine—for a long time the 
only distillation consumed in France—has 
been gradually diminishing, in consequence 
of the ravages caused by phylloxera and mil- 
dew in the vineyards of France, falling from 
18,148,000 gallons in 1871 to 515,000 gallons in 
1886; and to meet the ever growing demand 
for spirits this distillation has been replaced 
by alcohol distilled from molasses, beet root 
juice, grape skins, and from miscellaneous 
farinaceous substances, especially maize and 
potatoes. 

The spirits produced in France are now for 
the greater part distilled from moleases. From 
1840 to 1850 the average yearly production 
amounted to 1,057,000 gallons. It now reaches 
18,492,00 gallons, or nearly two-fifths of the 
total production. 

The distillation of beef root juice is 
also very important, producing alcohol 
of a good quality. The annual production 
in the period between 1840 and 1850 did not ex- 
ceed 13,209 gallons. It now reaches 13,000,000 
gallons; but nevertheless it now seems to be 
decreasing slightly, and it is replaced by the 
distillation of grain. 

The production of alcohol extracted from 
grain, which, before the year 1845, did not 
amount to a great deal throughout France, 
began to increase about that year, after a 
severe disease had greatly reduced the yield of 
the potato crop. It was stationary till the 
year 1876, but it is now five times greater than 
then, maize especially being used for distilla- 
tion. In 1878 the quantity produced was 2,298,- 
000 gallons; in 1884, 12,812,000 gallons, and in 1885 
reaching 14,899,000 gallons. 

The distillation of potatoes, introduced into 
France some sixty years ago, has never gained 
a great importance. In 1873 the production of 
said spirits reached 246,000 gallons; in 1885 it 
was reduced to 108,000 gallons.

The quantities of alcohol produced undoubt- 
edly exceed the figures set forth in the above 
statement, as, since the law passed in 1875, 
which released landowners and farmers from 
the obligation of making the declaration re- 
quired from licensed distillers and exempted 
them from the frequent inspection of revenue 
officers, there has been a greater facility to 
defraud the government by making false 
declarations as to the quantities actually pro- 
duced.

In the same time that the production of 
spirits in France gradually augmented, im- 
ports of alcohol, especially from Germany, 
also greatly increased.

CONSUMPTION, 

The following comparative statement will 
show for different periods of time the correla- 
tion between the rate of the internal tax on 
alcoholic spirits, the taxed quantities of pure 
alcohol, the products of the tax, and the price 
and consumption of alcohol from 1830 to 1885, 
inclusive: 
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The preceding statement was prepared by 
the Ministry of Finances, and represents but 
imperfectly the real average of alcohol con- 
sumers. It does not embrace the quantities 
of alcohol produced by land owners and far- 
mers, nor alcohol fraudulently distilled or in- 
troduced into France; and besides, a large part 
of the population, especially women and chil- 
dren, consume but a small quantity of spirits. 
Consequently it is to be inferred that only 
one-eighth of the total population of France 
drink spirits, and therefore their consumption 
of alcohol per capita must be eight times 
greater than that shown in the statement.

The Manufacture of Chlorine.* 
BY C. T. KINGZETT, F.C.S., F.LC. 

The paper had special reference to the use 
and economy of magnesia in the process, 
When Professor Dewar read his paper on the 
Weldon-Pechiney process before the society it 
appeared that the reaction involved in that 
process had not been satisfactorily determined. 
The oxychloride of magnesium as finally 
treated in the process contains more than 20 
per cent. of water, and it is possible that the 
chlorine which is obtained results not merely 
from the action of oxygen on the dry chloride 
or oxychloride, but olso in part, and perhaps 
chiefly, from the oxidation of the vapor of: 
hydrochloric acid, which is generated in the 
earlier stages of the decomposition. Thinking 
over this the author came to the conclusion 
that Leblanc soda makers might utilize much 
of their waste hydrochloric acid in the manu- 
facture of chlorine by simply passing it 
through a permanent quantity of magnesia, 
which would act as a catalytic agent. The 
whole matter was made the subject of experi- 
ment, and the author now placed some of the 
results before the members. Four typical ex- 
periments were spoken of. In the first of thesea 
mixture of dry air and hydrochloric acid gas 
was passed through a combustion tube packed 
with magnesia and asbestos, the whole being 
at a bright-red heat maintained for an hour. 
Chlorine was evolved copiously, and it was 
sound that the combustion-tube contained 
magnesium chloride, the result leading to the 
supposition that the reaction occurring is not 
only ° 

2HC]1+O=H,0+Cl, 
but that the chlorine, in part at least, resulted 
from the following reactions:— 
MgO +2HCl= MgCl, + H,0, and 
MgCl, +O=Mgo+Cl, 

To elucidate this matter further, a second 
experiment was made, in which only asbestos 
was packed in the tube, and the evolved gas 
was allowed to act on a solution of potassium 
iodide, the experiment again being made at a 
bright-red heat. In this case again chlorine 
was copiously evolved, thus proving that ata 
bright-red heat air decomposes hydrochloric 


*Read before the London section of the 
Society of Chemical Industry, 
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acid gas and furnishes chlorine in consequence, 
but that the quantity so obtained is much less 
than that which results when magnesia is em- 
ployed as a catalytic agent. 


The next experiment was made to ascertain 
if chlorine is obtained by the direct decom- 
position of anhydrous magnesium chloride by 
oxygen. For this purpose a mixture of re- 
cently ignited magnesia and asbestos was 
packed in a combustion-tube, dry hy- 
drochloric acid gas was passed through 
this for an hour, the current of gas 
then stopped, and residual gas then 
driven out with air, the tube allowed to cool, 
again heated, and a current of air passed 
through it. In this case also chlorine was co- 
piously evolved, and the amount estimated 
from the quantity of iodine liberated from a 
solution of potassium iodide. The amount of 
magnesia employed in this experiment was 13 
grms., the amount of chlorine obtained 3°62 
grms., and the amount of magnesium chloride 
found in the receiver at the end of five hours 
14725 grms. From these experiments the au- 
thor, therefore, came to the conclusion that 
the chemical reactions which are concerned in 
the Weldon-Pechiney process must be ex- 
pressed as follows: 

1, H30+MgCl, =MgO +2HCl, and 2HC1+O=H 
20 + Clq. 

2. MgCle+O=Mg0+Cly, 
whilst the decomposition of the HCl vapor by 
means of air is promoted by the presence of 
free magnesia. The reaction is, therefore, 
very similar to that occurring in the Deacon 
process, in which chloride of copper is the 
catalytic agent. The fourth experiment of 
the series was made to determine how the 
magnesia could best be employed for the man- 
ufacture of chlorine. In this case a combus- 
tion tube was filled with pumice stone satur- 
ated with magnesium chloride, which on igni- 
tion was deposited in the pumice as 
Mego, The conditions of the experi- 
ment were much similar to the others, a 
mixture of air and hydrochloric acid gas being 
passed through the red-hot tube for a period 
of six hours. The gas was obtained from 18°98 
grms. of real HCl contained in the ordinary 
commercial acid, and of this 3011 grms., 
equivalent to 2°929 grms. of chlorine, was 
used. The chlorine evolved was converted 
partly into chlorinated lime, and the residue 
“caught” by means of potassium iodide. The 
total quantity of active chlorine obtained was 
165554 grm., and the combustion tube con- 
tained combined chlorine. It thus seems to 
be tolerably well established that not only 
chlorine but bleaching powder may be made 
directly, readily and economically, by passing 
a mixture of hydrochloric acid vapor and air, 
with or without aqueous vapor, over any 
suitable substance, such as brick or pumice 
stone, which has been previously coated or 
admixed with the oxide or a salt of magne- 
sium; and the author was of opinion that this 
process presents great advantages over the 
so-called Weldon-Pechiney process, which in- 
volves the handling of huge quantities of solid 
material and the employment of complicated 
and expensive plant, 

In concluding, he called attention to the 
fact that the late Mr. Weldon was unaware, 
between 1870 and 1872, of the action of mag- 
nesia in decomposing hydrochloric acid, but 
that other chemists were, and he quoted from 
the following patents in corroboration of the 
statement: 

1870, Pat, No. 3,093. H. Larkin and Wm.Whte. 

1874, Pat. No, 3,483. Joseph Townsend. 
Neither of the processes involved in these pat- 
ents was identical with the author's proposal, 
which may brietly be said to be the emplog- 
ment of any suitable porous substance im- 
pregnated with magnesia or a salt of magne- 
sium for the purpose of assisting the decompo- 
sition of hydrochloric acid by the agency of 
air. The author intimated that he had taken 
steps to protect the novel features of the pro- 
cess. 

Dr. Ludwig Mond, in the course of along 
speech, said that he was of opinion that Mr. 
Kingzett had not carried his experiments far 
enough, and before placing his results before 
the society he ought to have been able to give 
more than one example .of quantitative re- 
sults. He did not think that Mr. Kingzett’s 
process possessed any advantages over the 
Deacon process, while it had most of the dis- 
advantages of the latter; for example, it 
would be necessary to have pure hydrochloric 
acid gas, and this meant that only one-half of 
the gas from the salt cake furnace could be 
used. Dr. Mond then proceeded to quote from 
a large number of patents, such as Solvay’s, 
Hasenclever’s, and his own. He contended 
that magnesium chloride was used before the 
Weldon-Pechiney patents, and predicted that 
ere long ammonia soda-makers will be able to 
manufacture chlorine as readily as the Leblanc 
soda makers, 

Professor Dewar said that he would speak of 
the paper only with diffidence, as it contained 
so little proof of the applicability of the sug- 
gestion brought forward. It was perfectly 
well known that such reactions as Mr. King- 
zett explained did occur, but what was not 
known was that by passing Oxygen over mag- 
nesium chloride, chlorine was obtained, and 
by reversing the process oxygen was ob- 
tained, That was what he had shown experi- 
mentally when he had read his paper. Pro- 
fessor Dewar then proceeded to refer to the 
success of the Weldon-Pechiney process, es- 


pecially in regard t¢ its suitability for making 
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potassium chlorate, and also spoke of the 
great similarity between many of the patents 
for the manufacture of chlorine. 

After some further remarks from Dr. Mond, 
Mr. Kingzett replied, saying that the criticism 
did not touch his point at all, which was that 
by the use of a small and permanent quantity 
of magnesia, chlorine could be easily obtained. 
Dr. Mond had spoken of his own patents—it 
was natural that he should do so—and Profes- 
sor Dewar had said much about the Weldon- 
Pechiney process, in which he had a pecuniary 
interest. 
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The Drug Business in Manila. 


In a recent report the German Consul at 
Manila refers to the relative largeness of the 
importation of drugs, chemicals, and pharma- 
ceutical preparations into the Philippine Is- 
lands, and points out that during the year 1886 
no less than 465,251 pesos, or £87,234 worth of 
these goods, weighing over 45 tons, arrived 
from abroad. In 1885 the value of the imports 
under this section was 469,964 pesos, and in 
1884, 581,436 pesos. It is stated (though proba- 
bly with some exaggeration) that the bulk of 
the pharmaceutical articles used in Manila is 
of German origin, although a large proportion 
of them are imported by way of England. In 
a few important articles, however, such as 
chlorate of potash, citric acid, and mustard 
fiour, England continues to dominate the mar- 
ket. An extremely good demand exists in the 
islands for patent medicines, which are known 
by the name of “especificos.””. Most of these 
come from France, American and English pat- 
ents following in order of importance. There 
is also a considerable sale in Manila for bran- 
dy and liqueur essences. These are diluted in 
the local distilleries which have been estab- 
lished during the last few years. Anise liqu- 
eur isa favorite article of consumption, but 
most of the essential oil used in its 
manufacture is obtained from China, 
and only a small proportion is oil distilled 
from European (Spanish) seed. The imports 
of perfumery represented, in 1886, a value of 
45,478 pesos (£8,527). Common soap is mauu- 
factured locally, but toilet soaps have to be 
imported, Paints and varnishes are principal- 
ly imported from the United Kingdom, Eng- 
lish brands having acquired an established 
reputation which would render it difficult for 
German manufacturers to compete, All the 
same, the Consul thinks that his countrymen, 
by sending cheap consignment of good quality 
to leading houses, may ultimately succeed in 
obtaining a footing in this branch. Aniline 
dyes are not much used yet, though small lots 
are occasionally imported from Hong Kong 
through Chinese merchants. <As regards busi- 
ness in general, the year 1886 does not appear 
to have been particularly distinguished either 
for exceptionally good or for unusually bad 
trade, but it is pointed out that the import- 
ance of Manila as a market for European 
goods is frequently overrated, and that par- 
ticular care should be taken not to offer a line 
of samples of new articles through more than 
one importer at the time, as the price can only 
be kept up if the Chinese, who in all cases act 
as intermediaries between the native con- 
sumer and the European merchant, find it 
impossible to procure suitable goods from 
more than one dealer. These Chinese traders are 
evidently a very slippery class to deal with, 
but as yet their services seem indispensable, 
and they know it,so that European traders 
are pretty well at their mercy as regards cus- 
tom. The Chinese travelers hawk the Eu- 
pean goods all over the islands, a task which 
no European could undertake owing to cli- 
matic obstacles, while the natives themselves 
are not sufficiently intelligent and reliable for 
it. Itisexpected that trade throughout Lu- 
zon, the principal Island of the Phillippine 
g-oup, will derive a considerable impetus from 
* »completion of the projected railway sys- 

a, the main line of which is now in course of 

»nstruction, and will bring some of the rich- 
est and most fertile districts in direct commu- 
nication with the capital. Sugar, tobacco 
abaca, or Manila hemp, and coffee remain the 
staple products of the islands, while among 
the exports of pharmaceutical interest sapan 
wood, logwood, indigo, and essential oil of 
ylang-ylang are the leading articles, The dis- 
tillation of ylang-ylang is extending very rap- 
idly throughout the island of Luzon, especilly 
in the neighborhood of Manila and in the prov- 
ince of Albay, and the European markets have 
unfortunately been flooded with oil, much of 
it of very inferior quality, although a few of 
the old established distillers maintain their 
reputation for excellence of product,

The 
weaker feeling at the primary sources of 
supply has been communicated to our market, 
and the unsettled feeling previously noted 
has been increased. It is reported that single 
cases are readily procurable at $2 80@2 85 
and that some holders would shade 
the inside figure on a firm offer, 
but few buyers seem inclined to test the 
market, and we hear of very little doing. 
Some intetesting gossip is floating about the 
market regarding the rejection of several lots 
of opium, because they were not up to the 
standard. So far, there is nothing more de- 
finite than rumor, upon which the stories told 
are based; but there appears to be something 
in them, and some further developments 
of an interesting character may be ex- 
pected. We have collected and analysed 
a number of these stories and the re- 
sult is summed up in our editorial  col- 
umns this week. Opinions differ as to the 
effect of the offerings of this rejected opium 
upon the market, some intimating that the 
present depression is partly due to this cause, 
while others claim that the weakness is entirely 
unconnected with it.

Another week of comparative inactivity is 
added to the record of the chemical market. 
Buyers manifest very little interest and only 
when they are in actual need of supplies. How- 
ever, there {s little or no pressure to sell and 
the steady tone of the market is maintained. 
In the list of heavy chemicals there have been 
no changes of particular importance, and in 
the general line, but one or two, notably in 
brimstone, which has advanced here and in 
in the primary markets owing to the difficulty 
of obtaining freight room. The scarcity of 
vessels is said to be caused by the 
fact that all the steamers available 
are being chartered by foreign governments 
for the transport of troops. Whether this is 
true or not the fact remains that it is imposst- 
ble to find freight room for May shipments 
from any of the Sicilian ports and about the 
same difficulty is experienced at other places. 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Dealers find the market for heavy goods 
very unsatisfactory. The demand is moder- 
ate, consumers showing no disposition to de- 
part from the policy of buying from hand-to- 
mouth. The receipts show no increase and as 
most of the stock arriving is deliverable upon 
contracts, spot supplies in most lines are rath- 


er limited. Consequently the general 
tone of the market is one of firm- 
ness and we find no important 
fluctuations to record. The English markets 


are as uninteresting as our own, and the 
feeling there ig not so firm as it was afew 
weeks ago. Business in that market has ex- 
perienced the usual interruptions of the Whit- 
suntide holidays, and is reported to be very 
dull. Messrs. Joseph P. Brunner & Co., writ- 
ing from Liverpool on the 12th inst., say : 

“ Trade in chemicals is very slow at present, 
and for most lines prices rule in buyers’ favor. 
Soda esh is held for full prices, as there is little 
offering for May delivery. There has been a 
few inquiries from the States for special 
brands, but buyers have a difficulty in placing 
orders owing to the small stocks. We quote: 
Caustic ash, 48 <, 31-82@1d; carbonate ash, 48 %, 
1@1 1-224; high test, 31-34%1d. Soda crystals 
are only meeting with a moderate amount of 
attention, and £2 10s@2 12s 6d are nominal 
quotations, while a shade under the lower 
figure for a quantity would probably be ac- 
cepted. Caustic soda is moving backwards 
again. The demand is on a retail scale, and 
prices are irregular. Sales have been made of 
60% at from £5 16s 3d@5 lis 6d, while some 
makers having little to sell quote £6. In 70K, 
business has been done at £6 16s 3d@7, the 
higher figure only in very exceptional cases. 
We quote 744, £7 5s@7 is td. A little is moving 
in 76% at £8 5s. Bleaching powder is in fair de- 
mand for home consumption, put for export 
there is nothing doing. The nominal price for 
hardwood is £7 12s 6d, but a little less would 
probably be accepted. Chlorate of potash is 
easier at 55g@554d, and buyers are indifferent. 
Bicarbonate of soda qu‘et at £4 15s@4 17s 6d.

Spot lots are held at 1 2714@1 30e, 
though ona large order the inside price might 
be shaded. We find nothing new to report 
regarding high test, which remains neglected 
and nominal in price. 

Refined alkali 36¢ is not wanted except in oc- 
casional retail lots for which 1 l5c is paid. To 
place a large lot the holder would have to 
make a considerable concession. There is 
nothing pressing on the market as far as we 
can learn. In higher tests there is a moderate 
business doing, the inquiry, however, being 
principally for 58% for which 1 1246@1 l5c is 
paid according to size of order. In 48% we 
only hear of small jobbing sales within the 
former range of 1 22K4@1 25c. 

Caustic soda is unchanged, although the re- 
action in the Liverpool market, following the 
heavy transactions there on Russian account, 
is expected to have a depressing effect here. 
The reason that this market has not been 
sooner affected is because it is already below 
the parity of Liverpool. The demand here at 
present very light, the business in 
progress being confined almost entirely to 
small sales to supply passing requirements, 
For 60% the quotations range from 2 40@2 60c. 
according to quantity, position and seller, but 
a large order for shipment might be filled at a 
shade below the inside price. In 70and 74% the 
jobbing demand continues moderate, but no 
sales in a large way have been made. Holders 
continue to quote 2 22146@2 27léc as to quantity 
and position, but it that they 
would shade these figures on a large order. 
For 77 % 2 30c is still quoted, but we have no 
sales to report.

Sal soda is a shade easier than at the date of 
our last issue, and lots to arrive are again pro- 
curable at %c. On the spot quotations now 
range from 1@1 15e, according to quantity; 
but we do not hear of much doing outside of

Bleaching powder is still very dull in this 
market, and no inquiry for lots to arrive or 
for shipment is reported. The nominal quota- 
tions extend from 185@1%c, but on some 
brands it is possible that the inside price 
would be shaded. In Boston sales are still 
making at lower figures than those ruling in 
New York,and most of the business now being 
done finds its way to that market. The latest 
Boston quotations we hear are 1 7244@1 75c. 


Acids. 


‘Trading in this market is contined almost ex- 
clusively to the supply of small current re- 
quirements. Manufacturers in most lines are 
fairly busy filling contracts but they are book- 
ing few fresh orders for forward deliveries. 


The general tone of the market is steady, and | 


no quotable changes have occurred within the 
week. 

Acetic acid is selling fairly to meet current 
wants, the demand being almost exclusively 
of a jobbing character. To induce larger pur- 


chases, some manufacturers seem inclined to | 


grant concessions from the general quotations, 
but no actual change in prices has occurred. 
We therefore continue to quote 2'4@2¢c, ae- 
cording to quantity and seller.

Notes on Lead-Smelting in Southeast- 


ern Missouri.* 
BY J. F. KEMP. 

The present condition for lead-simelting in 
southeastern Missouri are widely different 
from those of the early days, or even from 
those of five or ten years ago. 

So long as the price of lead ruled above 5 
cents per pound it was possible for the farm- 
ers throughout the region to mine, and in 
combination tosmelt or sell the galena at a pro- 
fit, when their other work was dull. Since the 
advent of three large companies,and the great 
increase in the production of lead,in this coun- 
try, the small producers, whether individuals 
or companies, have necessarily given up. A 


toa high heat, and continued so until about 
two hours before the time for drawing the 
next charge. Meantime the ore is stirred up 
once an hour by long rods in the hands of two 
men, one on each side of the furnace. The 
proper amount of sand is now thrown in on 
the roasted charge and thoroughly mixed up 
with it. The fire is then urged to its utmost 
fortwo hours and the charge thoroughly sin- 
tered and fused. When the time for drawing 
comes a half cylinder of boiler plate is placed 
against the furnace wall below the working 
door and sheltered by this the men hoe out 
with large iron hoes the fused and ropy mass. 
A little water thrown on it cracks it up and 
sledges make it fine enough to shovel. The 
operation of moving all up two doors and put- 
ting in a fresh charge is then repeated. Each 
charge is in the furnace 36 hours. About four 
cords of wood are burned per day. Occasion- 
ally by the raising and lowering of the firea 
slight “roasting and reaction” takes place and 
some metallic lead is formed. This is allowed 
for in construction, as the ash pit comes at the 
lowest part of the furnace the lead trickles in 
thither and is removed with the ashes. These 
are washed and the lead separated. 

The following are some analyses of the 


No. 5% are preferred for the blast, of which 
the pressure is 1 to 14g ins. mercury, according 
ro the action of the furnaee. 

There are two different kinds of smelting, 
one for the production of lead and first matte, 
and one for the concentration of first, second 
and third mattes after they have been roasted, 
This last is for the cobalt and nickel. They 
differ in that puddle cinder is employed as the 
iron flux in the first, roasted matte in the sec- 
ond. The charge is calculated so as to givea 
slag of the general formula, 40 FeO, 30 SiO, 
and 20 CaO, the remaining 10 being allowed for 
Al,O;, etc. These figures are somewhat alter- 
ed in practice, as will be seen in the analyses; 
but in all cases after the furnace has become 
well started and is familiar to the metallurg- 
ist, he relies on the appearance and physical 
properties of his slag, corroborating his con- 
clusions by an occasional analysis. Having 
calculated the slag, enough more iron is added, 
which when reduced will give a matte of the 
formula FeS with the 8S, Coke forms from 10 
to 15 per cent. of the charge.

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The unrefined lead cast from the cupola is | 
taken to the refiner, to be relieved of the sub- 
sulphide of lead, ete. The refiner is a basin 
of cast iron set into the hearth of a small 
reverberatory. The men fire up about 5 A. M., 
and throw wood in the pan. When the fur- 
nace is well heated they put in the pigs and 
throw cord wood on top. When this burns 
out and thecharge is well melted, one of the 
men, with a round perforated piece of sheet 
iron on along handle skims off the dross, con- 
sisting of subsulphide, oxide and metallic lead, | 
mixed up with charcoal, ashes, etc., and an- 
other taps the lead through a spout with a 
plug into the moulds. The head refiner skims 
off the pigs before they cool with two pieces 
of pine shingle, leaving them smooth and 
bright, but with a brilliant iridescent tarnish 
peculiar to the brand. The skimmings are 
sent back to the cupola and charged in with 
the other materials. The above is the refining 
as practiced at Bonne Terre. At Mine la 
Motte it is different. The pigs are melted ina 
small reverberatory, but as soon as fused are 
run into a large kettle precisely like a zine de- 
silverization kettle, holding 18 to 20 tons, and 
there poled by a steam jet and cast through a 
Steitz siphon. This gives a very small amount 
of skimmings and a very clean looking lead, 
which is sold as the anchor brand. All the 
Missouri brands are thought to be especially 
well adapted to the lining of sulphurie acid 
chambers at chemical works and for lead pipe. 

Mr. Neill’s retreatment of nickel and cobalt 
mattes by the aid of the speiss fiom desilveri- 
zation works has already been published. In 
brief, he ran his nicsael cobalt lead mates 
through a small cupola with argentiferous 
and auriferous speiss, obtaining a nickel co- 
balt speiss, a matte with some lead, and a very 
hard lead with the silver and gold. 

Mr. Setz, at St. Joe, has of late treated a por- 
tion of his ore in a ten-tuyered Scotch eye, in 
such 2 way as to make but 30 per cent lead. 
The fumes were then sucked by a Sturtevant 
blower through an Ems condenser, and then 
forced through a wooden tower filled with 
blocks of wood, through which trickles gently 
a continuous stream of water. The gray slag 
is returned to the cupola and there smelted 
with the other ores. This was to obviate in 
part the expense of Freiberg roasters.
